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AT BLAINE’S IDEAS 


THE SAMOA AND THE BEH-: 


RING SEA DISPUTHS. 
THE SECRETARY UNWILLING TO TELL 
WHAT HE IS DRIVING AT—ANXIOUS 
TO BE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—There is plenty of 
room for speculation and excitement about 
what Mr. Blaine is supposed to be anxious to 
do in the Samoan matter and in the dispute 
about, the attitude of the Administration in the 
Behring Sea boundary wrangle, but there is no 
disposition on the part of the Secretary of State 
to inform the public of his own country as to 
what this Government is really driving at in 
either matter. 

There is nothing asserted, or even hinted at in 
the most guarded way, by any one who can 
speak at the State Department to justify the 
assumption that the officers of the United 
States, in the Revenue Marine or in the Naval 
Service, have been instructed to use force to 
assert the jurisdiction of the United States over 
all of Behring Sea east af a line exactly dividing 
shat great ocean. The general direction to 
American armed vessels to protect the seal 
isheries is supposed to be applicable 
to all. American vessels wherever found 
in Behring Sea, 1f engazed in seal fishing, 
yut not to vessels of other nations, unless 
caught within the international three-mile 
limit. If the United States should set up a 
claim on the Pacific or in Behring Sea to juris- 
fiction over the ocean beyond the three-mile 
limit Mr. Blaine would, it is claimed, be furnish- 
ing the British Government with a very good 
pretext for asserting a similar claim to jurisdic- 


tion over many of the fishing grounds on the 
northeast coast that are now conceded to be 
free to the fishermen of all nations. 

Mr. Bayard recognized this diticulty when he 
declined to assert the jurisdiction of the United 
States over the whole of Behring Sea, and en- 
deavored to secure a tacit uuderstandiug on the 
part of all the nations interested mutually to 
* the seals on their way to and from the 

reeding “yee The attempt to de more than 
this, by an informal war upon the unarmed ves- 
sels of adventurers who could claim the protec- 
tion of Great Britain, might win applause for 
Mr. Blaine from some of his admirers, who are 
wondering why he has not signalized his admin- 
istration by some bold and “brilliant” act, but 
it would give some less bumptious Secretary of 
State a good deal of trouble to get over it. 

As to the Saraoan conference, no one who is 
in a way to be informed about it dares so much 
as to refer to ic over his breath. Mr. Blaine is 
quoted in the Critic to-night as saying to some 
one who managed to get near enough to him te 
ask him.a question: ‘‘ Newspaper men have no 
Tight to ask me questions concerning the dip- 
lomatic affairs of the Government.” Myr. Blaine 
would have been nearer right if he had contined 
Bimself to the statement that he had no 
right to answer questions which newspaper men 
Yave a perfect right to ask. If Mr. Blaine could 
fave had his way and gone sofar asto dictate 
not only what newspaper men shall ask, but 
alao what they may print, he would not per- 
haps have been so suddenly deprived of the 
pleasure of sending his friend Beverly Tucker 
so Havti as special envoy of the United States. 

Ir he is at all inclined to believe what is told 
him, the visitor to the State Department who 
ventures to ask for information about the prog- 
reas of the Berlin conference on Samoan aflairs 
will come away with the notion that the officials 
of that department are barely aware of the fact 
that such a thing as a Samoan conference has 
ever been held. Every effort is made to with- 
hold from the public any news the department 
may have concerning the work of the delegates 
to the conferenee. There is every reason to be- 
lieve, however, that Secretary Blaine has re- 
celved by cabie a full statement of all the 

oints apon which there has been agreement 
+9 the conference, and is now considering 
whether or not to instruct the American repre- 
—— to complete the agreement and come 

ome. 

As the department people profess entire 
ignorance op the subject, they of eeurse do not 
talk about the nature of the agreement so tar 
as reached, but it is believed that as to the 
most essential features there has been substan- 
tial eoncession of the points made. by the 
American Government. That, however, was 
not remarkable, for on the main points the con- 
ference of 1887 was agreed. The only thin 
the State Department is willing to admit is tha 
the work of the Samoan. conference is about 
finished, permitting the inference that some of 
the minor details of the proposed treaty are 
still to be arranged,a matter which can be 
easily attended to at the final sitting, after the 
delegates have received the opiuions of their 
Governments as to points remaining to be dis- 
posed of.

President Harrison is supposed to be waiting 
for the return of Secretary of War Proctor be- 
fore making his selection of the successor to 
Adjt. Gen. Drum. The Secretary is detained at 
his home by the serious illness of his son, and 
it is uncertain when he will return... Mean- 
while the struggle for Gen. Drum’s place con- 


tinues with unabated intensity. It has become 
so warm tndeed that army officers are begin- 
ning to talk of the possibility that Cols. Kelton 
and Whipple will each defeat the other. It has 
thus far been generally taken for granted that 
the new Adjutant General wili be taken from 
the list of Colonels, aud there has been a good 
deal of talk about the seniority of Col. Kelton, 
and whether it would be fair to give the ap- 

ntment to Col. Whipple, whois thirdon the 

t of Colonels, 

As a matter of fact, however, there is no re- 
striction upon the President in selecting Gen. 
Drum’s successor, except that he must be taken 
from the Adjutant General’s department. Sec- 
tion 1,193 of the Revised Statutes expressly pro- 
vides that the Adjutant General, the Quarter- 
master General,-the Commissary General of 
Subsistence, the Surgeon General, the Chief of 
Engineers, the Chief of Ordnance, and the Pay- 
muster General shall be appointed “by selec- 
tion from the corps to which they belong.” 
Nothing is said about the rank of the 
officer to be promoted, while the question 
of seniority in promotion applies only up 
to the grade of Colonel in regiments, corps, 
and departments, except, of course, in case of 
disability. ‘Chere is nothing to hinder the Pres- 
ideat frum selecting the lowest officer in the 
Adjutant General’s depariment to beceme its 
head. Some of the interested officers have 
thought of this and,in a quiet way, they have 
discussed the chances of the prize being secured 
by somebody not so high in rank as Col. Kelton 
or Col. Whipple. 

If President Harrison should desire to ap- 
point one of the Lieutenant Colonels or Majors, 
(Major is the lowest grade in the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s department,) he can tind plenty of prece- 
denté. Commissary General Macfeely received 
his promotion when he was the third Major in 
the Subsistence Department. Judge Advocate 
General Swaim stood seventh in the list of Ma- 
jors. Chief Signal Officer Greely had been only 
nine months a Captain when he received his 
present appointment. Surgeon General Moore 
was sixth in the list of Lieutenant Colonels. 
Paymaster General Rochester was the seventh 
Major in his corps, and Chief of Ordnance Benet 
was the fourth Major. Before the expiration of 
his term, President Harrison wil] be ealled upon 
to name successors to all of these officers except 
the Chief Signal Officer. A good many of the 
Captains of the line and staff who are straining 
every nerve to obtain the majority in the Ad- 

utant General’s department, which is also to 

filled by the President, have had their hopes 
damped by the discovery that ono of the con- 
testants is an Indiana man. He is Cupt. Will- 
jain E. Dougherty of the First Infantry. His 
competitors have learned that he is backed by 
the indiana delegation in Congress and that he 
has had an interview with the President at the 
latter’s request. They consider him tnerefore 
a decidedly dangerous rival. 


There is oonaiderable gossip atthe Navy De- 
partment about the coming bureau ehanges at 
the expiration of the present terms of Commo- 


dores Walker and Sicard. Commodore Walker's 
term as Chief of the bureau of Navigation does 
pot expire until Oct. 22, but it is generally un- 
deratuod that he is to be the Admiral of the 
European station and will take the new cruiser 
Chieago oat as his flagship befere that 
date. He will relieve Commodore Greer, 
who ‘is at present in command of the 
station. Commodore Greer will probably 
be ordered home as Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, relieving Capt. Sampson, whose pres- 
enes will be required in Wastingtor in Ootober 
as Member of the International Maritime Con- 
gress, Commodore Georze Brown, at present 
commandant of the Neriolk Navy Yard, and 
Ca; t. Mahan, President of the Northwest Coast 
Navy Yurd Commission, have each been spoken 
of ws possible successors to Commodore Walker, 
though It 18. sald that Capt. Sampson may be 

yen that post in addivion to bis duties in the

CHIOCAGUS MURDER MYSTERY. 


THE POLICE STILL HUNTING FOR 
CLUES WITHOUT SUCCESS. 
CuIcaco, May 31.—The police authorities 
were apparently very busy to-day on the Cronin 
case, but they professed to have nothing new 
except a fine assortment of clues. These they 
predicted would develop something, but as to 


what the something would be they preserved a 


. portentous silence. 


W. J. Hynes, with whom itis said Dr. Cronin 
left valuable papers relating to what he had 
learned of the conspiracy against his life, had a 
long interview with Chief Hubbard this after- 
noon, Mr. Hynes said afterward that, while he 
could not speak of what the searches of Dr. 
Cronin’s friends were developing, he was mor- 


ally certain of one fact, and that was that the 
stories that Dr. Cronin had been ‘‘ removed”, by 
the order of the Clan-na-Gael are false. 

“T am certain that no ‘trial’ or ‘condemna- 
tion’ such as is talkea of ever took placeina 
body of any Irish society. The conspiracy was 
not the work of the society, but of individuals.” 

Coughlin, Woodruff, and Sullivan, the iceman, 
were arraigned in court this afternoon on the 
charge of murdering Dr. Cronin. Each pleaded 
not guilty, and they were taken back to jail. 

It is believed that Thomas Mack, alias 
Thomas McWilliams, who was arrested yester- 
day, knows something about the murder of 
Cronin. Mack says he is a carpenter. Accord- 
ing to a story given out as eoming from him, he 
was at work for a Mrs. Wilson in a house near 
the Carlson cottage two days before the murder. 
While there a woman whose name he under- 
stood to be Mrs. Dudley camein and began to 
talk with Mrs. Wilson. Mack was in the same 
room and he overheard every word. Mrs. Dud- 
ley was talking very bitterly a, st a physician 
who had attended her husband. 

Mack says he heard the name “Dr. 
Cronin” mentioned, but he didn’t know 
whether the physician complained of was the 
Cronin referred to or not. rs. Dudley seemed 
very much excited, and frequently made the 
—— in great spirit: “I will get even with 

im.’ 


Mrs. Dudley said that she was working in an 
erphan asylum on Burling-street, but that she 
was going to leave the asylum, and that she 
daily expected to go to live with her brothers 
in a cottage. She pointed in tbe direction of the 
Carlson cottage in referring to the place into 
which sbe was going to move, 

Investigation shows that a Mrs. Dudley 
worked at an asylum in Burlinz-street. She 
had a busband, Charles, whom she spoke of as 
a drunken brute.” 

It is said that Mack is a carpet layer instead 
of a carpenter and laid a carpet in the cottage 
in which Dr. Cronin is supposed to have been 
murdered. 

State Attorney Longenecker is availing him- 
self of the assistance of Luke Dillon, the repre- 
sentative of the Clan-ne Gaei who has come 
here from Philadelphia and is believed to be 
trying to get at the secrets of the organization 
through Dillon. 

Alexander Sullivan lost his temper to-day 
when qutestioned about the Cronin case. and 
ordered a reporter out of hie office, threatening 
to “forcibly assist” the intruder if he did not 
make haste. 

Another version of what purports to be the 
story of the conspiracy in the Clan-na-Gael to 
accomplish the death of Cronin was published 
to-day. Like that printed yesterday, it is a cov- 
ert attack on Alexanaer Sullivan and is mainly 
a repetition of the first story. Init the state- 
-mMent is made that the police are now directing 
all their energies to obtaining alist of the Co- 
lumbia Club--the Clan-na-Gael camp in which 
the conspiracy is alleged to have been born and 
made effective. ©

ALL TICKERS ORDERED OUT 


THH STOOK EXOHANGE WAL 
ON BUCKET SHOPS. 
HEREAFTER QUOTATIONS WILL BE GIVEN 
MEMBERS ONLY—HOW THE CONSOLI- 

DATED EXCHANGE IS AFFECTED. 

Wall-street enjoyed an old-fashioned sen- 
The Governors of the Stock 
‘Exchange gave its brokers a surprise, gave 
rival exchanges a shoek, and created a panie 
among the pirate bucket shops. 

Bucket shops in and out of New-York have been 
established and have thrived through the facill- 
ty with which the Stock Exchange’s quotations 
have been obtainable. Bucket shop specula- 
tion consists wholly and only of bets made upon 
the Stock Exchange quotations; and these 
quotations have been as easy. of access to the 
bucket shop sharper as to the banker and broker 
who has paid $25,000 for his membership in the 
Exchange which makes the quotations. Two 
companies have been engaged in the business 
of collecting quotations upon the floor of the 
Stock Exchange, distributing them by tele- 
graphic ticker service to customers outside, 
The courts have ruled that the ticker compa- 
nies had no right to discriminate in serving cus- 
tomers, and this rendering of the law has given 
the buckét shops a quotation service identical 


with that of the Stock Exchange’s banks and 
brokerage offices. : 

Without these quotations the bucket shops 
could not live. It is upon the ups and downs of 
these quotations that they fleece their ‘‘ custom- 
ers.” 

Some Wall-street men have not believed that 
bucket-shop competition really amounts to so 
much as Stock Exchange authorities have been 
luclined to suppose. Buta far greater number 
otf brokers have attributed directly to the 
bucket shops most of the causes which have in- 
flictea Wall-street with dullness, lessened the 
market value of bond and stock securities, and, 
incidentily, pushed down the value of member- 
shipin the Stock Exchange from $34,000 to 
$18,000. There are now 5,000 bocket shops in 
the United States. Every city or town of con- 
sequence has one or more such pest places, invit- 
ing men and boys to gamble in picayune ways, 
in lots as small as five shares a stock, with 
risks as low as $5. Among people who trade 
in stocks there is practically a universal dis- 
position to buy. Few sell. Not one emall trader 
out of a hundred knows orcarés anything about 
selling short, Tney are always bulls; they are 
always buying. The necessary resuft is that 
the bucket shop proprietors are always upon 
the bear side, taking all bets offered them. Eati- 
mating that the 5,000 bucket shops of the coun- 
try average each 200 shares—far too small an 
estimate—per day, bucket-shop trading reaches 
1,000,000 shares per day, four or tive times as 
much as the average daily transaetions aggre- 
gate on the Stock Exchange. There is no stook. 
not a share, to represent that 1,000,000 shares; 
the bucket shops are simply short so much, 
They are gambling for afall in prices. With such 
gigantic interests at stake, the bucket shops are 
mere largely than anybody else dependent upon 
ruling the Stock Exchange market, 

The shops in smaller towns are, for the most 
pare branches and agencies of the bigger estab- 

ishments in New-Yurk and Chicago. Thus in- 
terests are concentrated and schemes that 
otherwise would be impossible are made easy ef 
accomplishment. And when the buoket shop 
short interest has growm so large as to require 
a raid upon the market for the purpose of work- 
ing down quotations and wiping out customers 
the raid is made, the quotations are worked 
down, the wiping out process goes gay ly on. The 
bucket shop  proprieters ranged thus, 
as continual and aggressive bears, 
it is readily understuood how the 
Stock Exchange market, and investors general- 
ly have suffered. Every time the stock market 
has shown a disposition toward. strength the 
bucket-shop contingent has hammered it. A 
not unnatural result bas been that investors 
zenerally bave been kept in continual anxiety, 
stuck speculation has dragged and dwindled, 
and Wall-street has been in state of listlesaness, 
with no business present and little in prospect— 
the bucket shops only thriving. hey were 
busy all the time, having the Stock Exchange 
quotations to “trade” upon. 

Many plans have been canvassed on the Stock 
Exchange for bringing the buckep shop. piracy 
toanend. The police were interé 3 little 
was accomplished. Legislation was essayed, a 
score of devices attempted~all: 1doking: somie- 
whatin execution. There has been a contract 
by which the Stock Exchange has been bound to 
permit two competitive tioker companies, the 
Gold and Stock Company and the Commercial 
Company, to collect quotations on the Stoex 
Exchange floors and telegraph them out. The 
courts, by injunctions, have tied up the ticker 
companies by orders restraining them from dis- 
criminating between customers, as the Stock 
Exchange insisted they should do. Some time 
ago a memorial was presented to the Governors 
of the Stock Exchange urging that the ticker 
service be abolished altogether. Few brokers, 
however, imagined thatsuch a suggestion would 
be accepted, so beset tz obstacles did it seem. 

Lately nothing has been heard of the scheme 
till yesterday. Just as the Stock Exchange was 
ready to adjourn for the day Vice President 
Morse mounted the rostrum and called for at- 
tention. He did not keep the assemblage loag 
waiting. 

“The Stock Exchange’s contracts with the 
ticket companies,” he said, ‘have terminatea. 
The privileges accorded them lapse to-day. 
Under these circumstances, and for reasons 
that are believed to be greatly in the interest of 
the Stock Exchange, the Governors have just 
voted that we will doaway with all ticker serv- 
ice. I am authorized to make this announce- 
ment so that you will be able to make such ar- 
rangements as will enable you to get some other 
satisfactory service.” 

There was no business done during the re- 
mainder of the day. The Vice President’s an- 
nouneement was cheered, he himself was 
cheered, the Governors were cheored, and 
then one and all were cheered over again. 
And till the day was wholly over there was 
no other topic of discussion on the Street. 
Universally the members of the Stock £x- 
change applauded the new aggressiveness of 
the Governors. The downfall of bucket-shop- 
ism was predicted on every side. New life for 
the Stock Exchange was foreseen by everybody. 

As soon as.the official announcement was 
made that the tickers must go all the ticker 
wires entering the Exchange were cut and re- 
moved. : 

In the boucket-shop community there was a 
forlorn feeling that found expression in lan- 
guage that would not look pretty in print. One 
proprietor, in the frankness of despair, said: 
“This Kuocks us out clean. There is no use 
blutting. The game’s closed. We're done for.” 

Almost equal solicitude was to be found 
among — of surprised brokers who belonæ 
tothe Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change, an institution which, upon reduced 
commissions and by use of Stock Exchange 
quotations, bas been able to wonk a@ good deal 
of damage to Stock Exchange business. It has 
been tne Consolidated xchange that has 
prompted and backed the appeals to the courts 
which have obliged the Stock Exchange to 
permit the rieher companies to make a wide 
public distribution of Stock Exchange quota- 
tions. ‘Tne Consolidated, indeed, has made 
small pretense of doing anything else than fol- 
lowing the Stock Exchange, trafficking in the 
quotations of the bigger institution. 

So great was the surprise and sorrow of the 
Consolidated Exchange authorities over the 
new departure of the Stock Exchange that a 
special meeting of Consolidated Exchange man- 
agers was called tu meet at an up-towa hotel 
last night to devise ways and means for meet- 
ing the emergency. he probability is that 
there will be an appeal to the courts, talk about 
pene Olicy, and an earnest effort to force the 

tock Exchange to reinstate the tickers and 
send out quotations in the old-style, widespread 
way. -Lawyers of the Consolidated Exchange 
say this can be effected on the ground that the 
Stock Exchange's quotations are not Stock Ex- 
cbange property, but public property, of publio 
interest, and a public necessity. The Stook Ex- 
change meantime has an option upon an inde- 
pendent ticker service which it will either lease 
or buy and so supply quotations direct to its 
own members and no others. 

The big Wall-street firms who have telephone 
connection with the Stock Exchange will ex- 
perience the least difficulty under the new rule. 
Other brokers will have to employ a corps of 
boys to run back and forth with slips of paper 
giving changes in quotations. As primitive 
scheme is likely to last but a few days .before 
the new independent ticker service is instituted, 
the brokers are, however, quite willing to 
undergo the experience uneomplainingly. The 
ticker service has been in use, in more or less 
perfect shape, for over twenty years, having 
superreded that bow reinstated—the 
plan which in old days was known as ‘‘ pushing 
the pad,” in which service many a Wall-atreet 
magnate of. to-day received his first Stock Ex- 
change training. ‘ 

Vice President Morse, who, ia the absence or 
President Bull is the ezecutive head of the 
Stock Exchaxge, erid to brokers who sought him 
for information that the action of the Gov- 
ernors, bé believed. and they all believed, would 
bring haudsome results speedily. The action 
has not been taken in haste or inadvisedly. Tho 
Stock-Excnange was suffering because it had 
been forced to —— pests to prey upon it;

Said Russell Sage: ‘Well, this action sur- 
prises me, but I guess the Governors know 
what they are about.” 

Said Isidor Wormser: “I think it willbea 
good thing for the Exchange. We will give ita 
trial, and if it does not work well wecan go back 
to the old way. We have been furnishing offi- 
cial quotations freely and the bucket shops were 
the gainers. People gambled in up-town shops 
before. Now they can come down to the Street 
and deal with responsible people.” 

The Seligmans regarded the change as one 
that would bring businessinto the Street. It 
should have been made some time ago, 

Henry Clews was joyous. “The action of 
the Stock Exchange,” said he, “to abandon the 
ticker service is heroic treatment and the 
proper remedy to remove the bucket-shop 
scourge.

A TRUST IN 


TESTIMONY GIVEN THE INTER-STATE 
BOARD AT.KANSAS CITY. 

KANnsas City, Mo., May 31.—The Inter-State 
Commerce Commission sat for the first time in 
this city this morning, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court room, Judge Cooley presiding. The 
first case taken up was that of the Chicago Board 
of Trade against the railroads reaching that citv 
from the West. The cause of complaint is that

of 25 cents on live hogs and 20 cents on pack- 
ing-house products. If a Chicago buyer pur- 
chases his hogs here his Western competitor 
can lay down the product in Chicago cheaper 
than he can carry the hogs. 

The first witness was John Haightly of Chi- 
cago. He was cross-examined by A. B. Cum- 
mings, who wished to disclose the fact that the 
packers of Chicago had formed a trust tu keep 


down the price of hogs and keep up the price of 
the product. The witness testified that he had 
signed the packers’ agreement of 1888 and that 
it was signed by eighteen others. 

**Will you give the names of the signers?” 
asked Judge Cummings. 

The witness appealed to the board, saying: 
“IT don’t want to give the names, and if I did 
the newspapers would make a big fuss about a 
ring or poo] or trust. I refuse to give them.” 

Judge Cooley said: “ The question is a proper 
one. Thisisamatter of public concern. We 
do not control the columns of the papers and 
cannot shut out the reporters.” 

The witness was willing to tell the commis- 
sion the names, and, after a long wrangle of the 
attorneys, was allowed to do sv. 

F. B. Foster, manager of John Morrell & Co.’s 
packing house at Ottamwa, Iowa, gave a state- 
ment which made it appear that the Chicago 
combination is responsible for the decline 
in the packing business of his city. 
Foster said his firm was not a party 
to the present pool, but the agreement 
had been presented to it. By its terms each 
house was rated to do @ certain percentage of 
the local business. Morrell & Co. were to have 
been limited to doing 50 per cent. of the total 
business, and were to pay into the pool 25 cents 
for every hog killed until a guarantee fund was 
accumulated, 

Foster’s second puint was that his firm was 
shut out of Chicago by the pool. It had at- 
tempted to lease a suitable building, but found 
the building controlled by members of the syn- 
dicate, and was compelled to go elsewhere. 





FIGHTING FIRE SEVBN DAYS. 

BALTIMORE, May 31.—To-morrow’s American 
will publish a story of one of the most remark- 
able exhibitions of seamanship on recora. It is 
given in a letter received to-day from Capt. 
Thomas Robertson of the steamer Hawkhurst 
by Gustavus & Co. 

‘On the 23a of March,” writes Capt. Robert- 
son, ‘‘we were in latitude 10° north, longitude 
27° west, 500 miles south of the Island of St. 
Vincents, when, at 3 A. M., dense volumes of 
smoke were observed coming out of the venti- 
lators in No. 2 hold. We at once biocked the 
ventilators and made holes in the decks, pour- 
ing steam in from the main boilers and water 
too. During the next four days the decks 
were red hot. There was a between deck 
of iron” above’ the fire, and above 
this iron deck were stowed 700 barrels 
ot oil, tallow, and inflammable material.” The 
Captain goes on to state that there was no place 
to stop, so he steamed en to Rio Janeiro. The 
fire spread to the bunkers. For seven days the 
crew fought the flames. Finally, after 2,300 
miles had been covered by the burning steamer. 
she reached Rio. The city fire brigade, after 
two days’ work, put out the fire. In recog- 
nition of the bravery of Capt. Robertson, Em- 
peror Dom Pedro wrote him a personal letter 
and gave him a medal of the first class. The 
Hawkhurst sailed from London March 6, bound 
for Rio, with a general cargo.

HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST 


A WATERSPOUT’S DREADFUL 
WORK IN PHNNSYLVANIA. 


—_—_—— 


THE CITY OF JOHNSTOWN SWEPT 
COMPLETELY AWAY. 


A LAKE ON THE NEIGHBORING HILLS 
BURSTS ITS BARRIERS AND SWEEPS 
EVERYTHING BEFORE IT—MEN, WO- 
MEN, AND CHILDREN SWALLOWED 
UP BY THE ANGRY FLOOD—AWFUL 
SCENES WITNESSED BY SURVIVORS. 

PittspurG, May 31.—An appalling catastro- 
phe is reported from Johnstown, Cambria Coun- 
ty, the meagre details of which indicate that 
that city of 25,000 inhabitants has been practi- 


cally wiped out of existence and that hundreds 
if not thousands of lives have been lost. 

A dam at the foot of a mountain lake eight 
miles long and three miles wide, about nine 
miles up the valley of the South Fork of the 
Conemaugh River, broke at 4 o’clock this after- 
nooa, just as it was struck by a waterspout, and 
tne whole tremendous volume of water swept 
ina resistless avalanche down the mountain 
side, making its own channel until it reached 
the South Fork of the Conemaugh, swelling it 
to the proportions of Niagara’s rapids. 

The flood swept onward to the Conemaugh 
like a tidal wave, over twenty feet in height, to 
Johnstown, six or eight miles below, gathering 
force as it tore along through the wider chan- 
nel, and quickly swept everything before it. 
Houses, factories, and bridges were over- 
wheimed in the twinkling of an eye and with 


their human occupants were carried in a vast 
chaos duwn the raging torrent. 


abutment at the weakest partof the mountain 
lake at about 1 o’clock, when Johnstewn and 
people down the valley were warned by mes- 
sengers to look out for a flood as the result ofa 
waterspout. Three hours later the whole end 
of the lake gave way, sweeping everything be- 
fore it. railroads, bridges, and telegraph lines 
included. 

The scene of the disaster is cut off entirely 
from all manner of communication and has 
been since 6 o’clock this evening, and frag- 
mentary details of the character and extent vf 
the calamity only have come to hand from vari- 
ous places in the valley. 

About 6 o’clock Superintendent Robert Pit- 
cairn of the Pennsylvania Railroad telegraphed 
from Sang Hollow, at the gap in the Laurel 
Ridge Mountains west of Johnstown, that he 
had seen about two hundred persons afloat on 
gondoia cars, shanties, &c., and that the disas- 
ter was appalling. 

One ——— operator says he counted sixty- 
three bodies in twenty minutes floating past 
his office, 

A telegraph operator at Sang Harbor, in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tower, twelve miles 
this side of Jamestown, says that at least 
seventy-five dead. bodies have floated pust that 
point. The wires areal} down, and no trains 
are running east of Blairsville, which is about 
twenty-five miles west of Johnstown. 

Pennsylvania Railroad officials aver that over 
two hundred dead bodios have been counted 
floating down steam at Johnstown alone, while 
along the line many additional lives have been 
lost. But two houses in Johnstown are entirely 
above the line of the flood and by far the greater 
part of the town has been entirely destroyed 
and carried down in the seething torrent. 

A speeial train bearing Pennsylvania Railroad 
officials and a large number of newspaper men 
has left this city for the scene. 

A special dispatch from Greensburg says: “A 
repert has just reached here that the greater 
portion of Johnstown has been flooded and hun- 
dreds of lives lost. Hvuuses are floating about, 
and the people who are free are panic-stricken 
and are fleeing to the mountains. At a point 
near New-Florence eighty-five persons have 
been seen floating down: the river on driftwood. 
One report comes: that but tworoofsof the 
houses in yvohhnstown Gan be seen. The ~Cove- 
town and tha New-Florence Bridges have been 
washed away, and all the buildings along the 
Conemangh, between New-Florence and Johns- 
town, have been carried away. Tho railroad 
towers have been abandoned by the operators.” 

A dispatch from Sang Hollow says: ‘“‘At 7:45 
o’clock a boy was rescued by men in the signal 
tower of the railroad company. His name is 
unknown, but he said that, with his father, 
mother, brother, and two sisters, he was swept 
away in the light frame house which was their 
home. He was washed away from the building, 
but said the other members of the family were 
in 1t when it was swept over the breast of the 
new stone bridge at Johnstown; that it cap- 
sized a few seconds later,and they were all 
drowned, 8 far as he could tell. 

The railroad operator officially reports that 
before dark they were able to count 119 per- 
sons clinging to buildings, wreckage, or drowned 
and floating in the current. If this information 
is to be credited, the damage in the towa 
proper must be in tho nature of a cleau 
sweep. As early asl o’clock the alarm was 
sent to Johnstown that there was danger from 
the dam. The railroad officials were notitied 
and in a very short time began tocarry people 
from the town to places of safety on regular 
trains and hbastily-improvised rescuing trains. 
Superintendent Pitcairn ef the Western division 
ofthe Pennsylvania Railroad was on his way 
to South Fork and was notitied of impending 
trouble, 

Another report, coming from Greensburg, 
says: Johnstown is —— submerged and 
the loss of life is inestimable, houses are going 
down the river by dozens and people can be seen 
clinging tothe roofs. At Oaketown, a village 
of several hundred inhabitants, the houses are 
almost entirely covered, and a great many 
dwellings at Blairville are submerged. Scarvely 
a dwelling in the —— of Sang Hollow 
can be seen. The bridges of Bolivar and Nineva, 
itis reported, have given away, and that at 
Saltsburg, it is feared, will be carried away. 
People here: who have friends in the flooded 
district are eagerly waiting for news at the 
telegraph office. Great uneasiness prevails. 
Thé river at Livermore is rising and great de- 
struction will follow. : 

Later dispatches indicate that the tempest is 
of far wider range than was at first indicated. 
It raged with terrific violence throughout [ndi- 
ana, Cambria, Westmoreland, Blair, Huntiug- 
don, Mifflin, Juniata, and Perry Counties, car- 
rying away the telegraph wires, flooding and 
washing out railroads, converting the beautiful 
mountain streams into raging and resistiess 
torrents that carried death and devastation all 
along their paths. 

The Little Juniata, Frankstown Branch, and 
Juniata Rivers, that for the great partof the 
year are mere brooks, are over thirty feet deep 
with water. All therailroad aud wagon bridgas, 
so far as heard from, have been swept down in 
the watery avalanche and countlessjhouses that 
were never dreamed to bein danger from flood 
have been swept away. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 31.—At the office of the 
General Manager of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
it was stated to-night that all the wires of that 


company west of Wilmore,a station on the 
Pittsburg Division twenty-five miles west of 
Altoona, had been down siuce 8 A. M., and that 
consequently the intormation in regard to the 
break west of that place is very meagre. 
Enough has been learned, however, to indicate 
that tlie rush of water is the worst ever known 
in that section. 

At Broad-street Station the following bulletin 
for the information of travelers was posted 
about 8 o’clock: 

** Qn account of the unprecedented storm pre- 
vailling in the western part of this State the 
lines weatof Altoona have been - damaged, to 
what extent cannot be ascertained until the 
water subsides. The storm is still raging, and

The Chicago limited express, which left New- 
York at 9 o’olock this morning, the Fast Line, 
leaving there at the seme. hour, ana the train 
leaving that city at 8 o’clock last night are all 
laid up at Altoona. 

At 10:30 to-night a dispatch was received by 
General Manager Pugh, dated Wilmore, from 
the conductor of the east-bound New-York and 
Chicago limited, which left Pittsburg at 7 o’ clock 
this morning, saying the train was safe and that 
all were weil on board. Mr. Pugh ‘inferred trom 
this that the limited was laid up somewhere 
west of Lilly’s station. The conductor reported 
that the bridge at South Fork was washed away, 
and expressed the opinion that all the bridges 
between South Fork and Johnstown would be 
swept away. The Chicago and New-York Day 
Express and all other east-bound trains are sup- 

osed to be laid up between Cresson and Pitts- 


ure. 

When Mr. Pugh was shown a copy of the 
_Associated Press dispatch frem Pittsburg aa- 
nounoing the breaking of the dam near Johns- 
town, he said the report confirmed a dispatch 
received from Wilmore to-night, which 
stated that a man had roported to the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad operator there that the South 

rk Dam had broken and the water had carried 
away the “coal tipple” and telegraph tower at 
South Fork Station and also a portion of an 
east-bound freight train. The telegraph oper- 
ator, Who was in the tower managed to escape, 
but several of, the train hands ure reported to 
have been drowned. — ;

It has 
been owned for several years by a number of 
Pittsburg gentlemen who used it as a fishing 
ground, The gentleman who gave this infor- 
mation said that if the report of the bursting of 
the dam was true he had no doubt that the 
damage and loss of life was fully as great as 
indicated by the dispatches. 

The conduotor of the east-bound New-York 
limited express, who reported the safety of his 
train, also said that a report had reached him 
of the breaking of thedam. He said nothing 
about the damage caused thereby. General 
Manager Pugh was out of town early in the day, 
and he said to-night that he could not under- 
stand what was meant when he received dis- 

vatches announcing damage to the traeks at 
illy’s Station. ‘*such a thing has never been 
heard of before,” said he to-night, * ana noth- 


ing short of a waterspout could have caused’ 


such damage. Lillys 1s a little mining town of 
about three or four hundred inhabitants, For 
the water te rise high enough to obstruct the 
passage of trains is unprecedented. A dis- 
patch just received by me says that the 
water is rushing over the tracks at a 
height of at least five feet above the road- 
bed, and this, I say, could be brought about py 
nothing short of a waterspout. I havenodoubt 
if our operator at Song Holiow said he saw the 
bodies from Johnstown floating down the river, 
as reported in the Associated Press bulietin, 
that itis true, as his tower is situated right on 
the bank of the river.” 

A special dispatch from Altoona says: ‘‘Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania isin the midst of a flood to- 
night that has not been exceeded in the past 
titty years. A steady, unbroken rain for thirty 
hours has paralyzed travel, destroyed number- 
less bridges, laid waste entire towns, and caused 
losses that will reach millions of dollars. Tbe 
Juniata River is thirty feet high at Hollidaye- 
burg. and the water is four feet deep in the 
streets of Gasport. 

All communication with southern county 
towns bas-been cut off since this morning. Not 
a bridge remainson the branch roads. Trains 
have been abandoned. The Eldorado Valley is 
@ vast lake and farming districts sutter untold 
destruction. The Western Division of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad is closed to travel. No 
trains from the west have passed this point 
since Thursday evening. Washouts have oc- 
curred at Portage and Lilly’s Station. Johnstown 
ia partially submerged. Thereisa landslide at 
Wilmore and another at Allegrippus, on the 
mountain, a mile long, and the Greensburg 
bridge 1s gone, The limited express West is 
held here and the railroad officiais can give no 
encouragement when traffic can be resumed to 
the East. The bridge at Petersburg 1s very 
shaky. There are two miles of water at Tipton, 
through which trains run at heavy risk. 

Many families have been reseued from houses 

at Birmingham. Tyrone 1s cut off. Cleartield 
stands in four feet of water, and the Juniata at 
Huntingdon isa mile wide, sweeping destruc- 
tion down the valley. The storm has caused 
$40,000 damage in this city’ alone, and the 
great reservoirs are ali but gone. The sewers 
are useless, many houses are undermined, and 
the storm shows no signs of cessation. — 
_ Seven inches of a rainfall in thirty hours has 
completely prestrated the Bell’s Gap country, 
and that prosperous section from Bellwood to 
Punxsutawney, sixty-seven miles, is under the 
water ban. 

Word comes that Coalport is submerged by 
Cleartield Creek, and Blaine City is partially 
washed away. So far no destruction of life is 
reported. John Kauler was canght by the Ju- 
Niata’s rise at Frankstown. He only had time 
to climb a willow tree. He has beer there since 
morning. Boats cannot reach him, and it is 
thought he has succumbed. Three bridges are 
gone at Williamsburg and the town is invested.

THE SITUATION THIS MORNING. 
FITTSBORG, June 1.—Additional details of the 

tempestin Pennsylvania, received at 3 o’clock 

this morning, are as follows: 

Thousands of lives are believed to have been 
lost by the great floods at Conemaugh Lake. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad is submerged for a 
distance of thirty miles. Clearfield, in the 
north central part of the State, is flooded, and 
Dubois is reported destroyed. 

The Biairsville Railroad bridge has been 
swept away, together with a train of loaded 
coal cara Which bad been run upon it with the 
idea of holding itin place. The bridge was 375 
feet long with 500 fvet of trestle. Reports of 
bridzes carried away followed thick and fast. 

The dara which was wrecked was partially 
rebuilt two years ago at an expense of $170,- 
000. Atits base it was 380 feet thick and ta- 
pered to 35 atthe top, and heid in cheek 300 
acres of water. 

South Fork, the village, is two miles below the 
dam. The channel of tne Conemaugh River is 
narrow, and the stream flows’ through a gorge- 
like valley. The gorge is contined ull the way 
to Conemaugh, nine miles below. That village, 
which has 1,500 inhabitauts, was first struck. 

Two miles below is Jonnstown, with a popula- 
tion composed mostly of milihands. The rush 
et water there was so sudden that before there 
was a thought of danger the avalanche of 
water was on the city and rising to the tops of 
such buildings as were left standing.

1,500 LIVES DESTROYED. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—A special to THE 
Times from Bolivar at 3 o’clook this morning 
says a courier has just reached there trom 
Johnstown who says tiat at least 1,500 lives 
were lost by the disaster. 

— — — 
SCENE OF THE DISASTER. 

Johnstown is a post borough of about 
twenty-five thousand inhabitants, and is the 
largest town in Cambria County. It is situated 
on the Conemaugh River, and 1s thirty-nine 
miles southwest of Altoona, and about thirty 
miles from the famous Horse Shore curve of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, near Creeson. It is 
the eastern terminus of the Western Divi- 
sion of the Pennsylvania Canal, and has 
a large station on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. It is picturesquely situated 
among a ridge of mountains rich in bituminous 
coal, limestone, aud fireclay, and is the seat of 
the Cambria lron Works, which employ some 
1,800 men in the manufacture of iron and steel 


rails, Ithas a national and several savings 
banks and a number of flour, planing, and roil- 
ing mills and tanneries. It supports two daily 
and four weekly newspapers, sixteen churches, 
avonvent, and a0 academy. 

The Conemaugh River rises in Cambria 
County and runs through a mountainous 
country, forming the boundary between In-. 
diana and Westmoreland Counties.. It unites 
with the Loyalhanna Creek at Saltsburg, 
Indiana County, and forms the Kiskiminetas 
River, which runs northwestward, forming 
the boundary between Armstrong and 
Westmoreiana Counties. The Kiskiminetas 
enters the Aliegheny River at Freeport. The 
towns along the Cunemanugh from Johnstown 
down are Cambria, Sheridan, Cooperdale, Sang 
Hellow, Conemaugh, Nineveh, New-Florence, 
Lacoile, Lockport, Bolivar, Coke Valley, Sny- 
der, Tunnelton, :Keliy’s, White, and Saltsburz. 

The dam, by the breaking away of which the 
most awful catastrophe in the history of Penn- 
sylvania was preeipitated, had been built by 
the South Fork Club, of which Peter Herdioc of 
Pittsburg is the leading spirit, so as te be able, 
it was suppesed, to withstand any kind of a 
fleod, and for tne purpose of providing an ex- 
clusive spring-water fishing resort. Four years 
ago there was trouble with it A large crack 
appeared in its western wall and most of the 
water escaped; fortunately it was in the dry 
season, and no serious damage was done. 

The dam was originally a small affair, and 
was, according to informants, first built as a 
water station to supply railroad engines and 
was at the head of a ravine formed by spurs of. 
the Allegbany Mountains. It was fed by 
springs, and previous to being dammed up was 
asmall ravine, As the town grew, however, 
the dam was enlarged and stood out well as a 
sizeable structure immediately above the town 
in the mountain side.

THE MILL 


RIVER DISASTER, 


TERRIBLE SCENES IN FOUR MASSACHU- 
SETTS TOWNS FIFTEEN YEARS AGO. 
This disaster recalls the dreadful ravages 

of a similar flood in Massachusetts fifteen years 

ago, famous in the annals of ili fortune as the 
bursting of the Mill River Dam. It was on thea 
16th of May, m 1874, that a great reservoir in 
the upper part of the town of Wilhamsburg, ir 

Hampshire County, suddenly forced down its 

confining wails and swept forward with ruthless 

rusb, destroying life and property. 

The reservoir contained a reserve water sup- 
Ply for the factories on Mill River in the busy 
Villages of Williamsburg, Skinnerville, Hayden- 
ville, Leeds, and Florence, and covered 124 
acres, with an average depth of 24 feet. It was 
three miles above the Village of Williamsburg, 
on @ level about 300 feet higher, and contained 
about 1,000,000,000 gallons of water. 

At about 7:30 o’clock in the morning the dam 
was discovered to be giving away, and before 


Warning could be sufficiently spread in the vil- 
lages below an enormous flood rushed down the 
valley, carrying everything before it. A large 
partof the village of Williamsburg was de- 
stroyed, inciuding milis, factories, and dwell- 
ings. Skinnerviile lost her silk mill, with fifteen 
dwellings. At Haydenville extensive brass 
works were swept away aud many dwellings 
were dashed to pieces.“ The viliage of Leeds 
was almost entirely destroyed, including the 
Honobuek silk factory, and great damage was 
done in Florence and Northampton, though the 
flood lost most of its furce on the broad wea- 
dows abové Florence. The valley was streweil 
with the débris of the destroyed villages and 
covered with desolation. 

Myron Day was close to the scene of the 
breaking dam. He saw the tirst crack, the first 
trickle of tbe stream destined to dvuom the un- 
suspecting valley. Hastily, and with nevera 
thought or care for himself or his own safety, 
the boy sprang upon the bare back of a neigh- 
bor’s horse and rode headlong, ahead of the 
threatening waters. And as he went he berald- 
ed the coming of destruction: ‘*The reservoir 
is breaking! The flood is coming! Fly! fly for 
your hives!” 

So he rode recklessly, and so he hailed every 
household on his way. Men laughed at hius 
for an idler, and pretty maids in doorways 
thought they were witnessing hut one more of 
the spurting antics of the popular and merry 
lad. Quickly came the revelation of their mis- 
take, and, thanks to the boy’s warning, many « 
one escaped who else would have been swept 
with less fortunate neighbors down with the 
stream to death. A later Paul Revere was My- 
ran Day. 

Over $1,500,000 of property was destroyed, 
and in the four villages 200 lives were lost. 
The destitution and suffering which might have 
followed were averted by timely relief from the 
people all over the country. A Coroner’s inquest 
was hela at Northampton to ascertain the 
cause of the disaster, and a verdict was rev- 
dered which did not hesitate to place blame 
where blame belonged. In this the breaking 
away of the dam, according to the inquest’s 
verdict, is said to have been the natural and 
inevitable result of the great and manifest de- 
linquency of the several parties who were cou- 
cerned in originating, planning, constructins, 
and approving foruse the dam and reservoir, 
not excepting the State Legislature itself, un- 
der whose authority the reservoir company ac- 
quired its charter privileges. The proprietors 
are charged with having consulted far less for 
the safety and security of the lives and prop- 
erty of the inhabitants below the dum than 
for reducing the cogt of construction to the 
minimum tigure. The jurors agreed that 
there was no engineering connected with the 
work which-did not reflect equal discredit on 
the party employing and the party employed. 
The contractors were declared guilty of great 
and manifest delinquency in executing the 
work required of them, even under tne speciti- 
cations as drafted. Tné County Commissioners 
who examined and accepted the reservoir dam 
came in for their share of the blame also, fora 
superticial discharge of a most important duty.

ALARM AT WILLIAMSPORT. 


CITIZENS POWERLESS TO AVERT A TER- 
<t RIBLE CALAMITY. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., May 31.—Williamsport 
lumbermen are greatly alarmed over the condi- 
tion of the river. Since lastevening it has been 
steadily rising. The heavy rainfall of last even- 
ing and to-day has been general all along tho 
west branch, and the gravest apprehensions 


are felt for the safety of the logs. Nosurprise 
will be telt if to-morrow morning shows a 
twenty-five-foot tlood in this city, and in the 
event of such an occurrence the loss to capi- 
talists and laboring men willbe an immense 
one. 

The flood of 1865 was tne largest ever known 
in the section, aud all indications point wa 
repetition of that terrible event. 

Reliable advices from Cleartield state that at 
that place the river is already four feet abuve 
the mark in 1865 and is stillrising. At thas 
place the telephone exchange sept its last mes- 
sage and reported to the headquarters of the 
company tbat the switchboard would be taken 
out at once as the water was eutering the room. 
This point 1s two squares away from the river. 

At Sinnamahoning the reports are about thé 
same, and the Western Union wires are all duwve 

Several wash-outs have occurred on the line 
ot the Philadelphia and Erie Railroad between 
Renova and St. Mary’s, and the probavilities 
are that no direct connection between this city 
und Erie will be made for several days. 

This evening the booms at Caledonia and 
Curwensville broke, and the logs at both those 

laces were precipitated into the river. The 
umberiug operations at Curwensville was uh 
Immense one, and $100,000 were expended to 
prepare the boom for this year’s work. The 
loss to operators at this time 1s invaloulable. 
but it will be enormous, 

The voom at Lock Huven burst shortly after 
midnight, and the break wi!! open the river 
to ali the logs ubeve this piace which will be 
forced into the boum above this city. 

At tis piace 100 men under the personal su- 
pervision of the Hon. J. H. Cochrau have been 
wt work all day and by the light of immense 
tires are working all night, and, though every 
etfort of which human energy is capable 
is veing put torward, the provabilities ure 
that the boum will be unable to stand the 
strain that- will be put upon it Iln 
this boom are 150,000,000 feet of logs that 
have in their present condition an estimated 
value of $3,000,000, and in the streams above 
are at least tifty miilivuu feet vf logs, andin the 
event of the boum at this piace breaking nut 
one Will be saved. The loss of this atock will le 
the cause of all milly inthis city being closed 
during the season, causing an upparalied loss, 
as hundreds of families depend upou this source 
for employment. 

At 9 o'clock to-night reports received from 
Lock Haven state that in the haif hour preced- 
ing the river has risen five feet, and is still 
Tising. Theriver in this eity is beginning to 
show more palpably the effect of the rise, an’ 
bas risen in the last four hours three and one 
half feet. 


REPORTS FROM ELSEWHERE. 
TYRONE, Penn., May 31.—The Juniata River 
has overflowed its banks at this place and flood- 
ed the entire southern portion of the city, caus- 


ing great destruction to property and the streets. 
People living in the flooded districts nad to be 
removed from their homes in wagons to place:

The New-York limited, east bound, which is 
now at Wilmore, had a narrow escape from de- 
struction. The conductor reports that 1mmedi- 
ately after his train had passed over the bridge 
which spans the river at South Fork, that 
structure was swept away by the rush. 

FIRE ADDED TO FLOOD.

A DAY OF GALES. 


‘PLENTY OF WIND AND MORE OR 
RAIN IN MANY PLACES. 

The distinctive element of the weather 
Posterday throughout the East was tne wind. 
All along the coast high winds were reported as 
early a8 8 o’clock in the morning. At that time 
off Cape Hatteras the wind blew twenty-four 
miles an hour, Cautionary storm signals, were 
up all along the Atlantic coast. 

Here the wind rose from fourteen miles an 
hour at 8 o'clock to twenty-six miles an hour at 
noon, and at 3 o'clock in tho afternoon 1% rat- 
tled the wind gauge to the tune of thirty-six 
miles an heur.

A RAILROAD DECISION. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—A decision by Second 
Controller Butler, of much interest to railroads, 
Was announced to-day involving the question 
of compensation for Government tranaportation 
over subsidized railways by third parties. In 


October last the Indian Bureau agreed with tho 
Baltimore and Obio Rallroad to transport 4 
assenger from Philadelphia to Rushville, Mo., 
or $42, Part of the service was over the sub- 
sidized Sioux City and Pacitic Road.

LoNDON, May 31.—A cable dispatch has been 
received in this city from Gen. Hippolyte, the 
insurgent leader in Hayti, saying that he has 
defeated President Légitime, captured Port au 
Prinee, the capital of that country, and pro- 
claimed himseif provisional President. 


The rumor was afloat in this city early yester- 
day afternoon that one of the tirms having close 
commercial relations with Hayti had received a 


telegram from Mole 8t, Nicholas that Hippolyte 


had captured Port au Prince, Légitime had 
veken flight from the island, and Hippolyte’s 
army was razing Port au Prince to the ground. 
One merchant said that he had been dil- 
rectly informed that Lyon & Co., shipping 
merchants, had received a cable containing this 
information. Although this firm was universally 
admitted to be probably the firet to receive any 
such news, it was donied moat positively and 
explicitly at its office that any word bh 
received from Hayti whatever. 

No one could tell exactly where the rumor 
had originated, and at the same time there was 
@ general disposition to believe it to be true. 
The situation in Hayti, on the departure of the 
steampship Oranje Nassau, May 21, seemed to 

Oint to ap immediate conclusion of the troubles 
nthat country, and to the apeedy victory of 
Hippolyte’s forces, 

At the Haytian Consulate nothing of any 
such disaster to Légitime had been heard. At 
latest accounts fighting was going on at fifty 
miles or so distant from Port au Prince, accord- 
ing to the Secretary of the legation, Charles 
Preston. : 

It was thought that the steamer Dorian, which 
touched at Baracoa May 26, and which was re- 
ported yesterday afternoon off sandy Hook, 
might bring some later word of the plight of 
Légitime’s besiexea forces. Her officers said 
they had heard nothing of Haytian affairs, how-

WHY THE BERKELEY ATHLETIC CLUB

LICENSES MADE USELESS 


ONE MORE EFFEOI OF THE 
' WHERTS LIQUOR LAW. 

SOME SALOON KEEPERS WILL SUFFER 
LITTLE LOSS, BUT OTHERS WILL BE 
MUCH .OUT OF POCKET. 

The liquor dealers and municipal politi- 
clans in New-Jersey are very much excited over 
the discovery that, according to the Werts law, 
as the license law enacted by the last Législat- 
ure is called, all liquor Moeenses issued previous 
to May 20, when the new law went into effect, 
are null and void, and nearly ali of the liquor 
dealers in the State are at the present moment 


carrying on their business without authority of 
law. : 

The discovery was made by City Counsel 
Joseph Coult of Newark about a week ago and 
ever since then the Excise Boards all over the 
State have been trying to find out where they 
stand in relation te the matter. In Newark a 
peculiar condition of affairs exists. Ordinarily 
saloon licenses have been taken ont abeut July 
1 for the ensuing year. But in anticipation of 
the enactment of a new lawin 1888, which 
raised the license fea from $75 to $250, a large 
number of saloon keepers took out licenses in 
the first three months of 1888, under the old 
law, thereby saving $175. Their licenses ex- 
pired during the first three months of this year 
and were renewed at the higher figure, These 
men will undoubtedly be called upon to take 
out new licenses under the act of 1889 and will 
lose the money paid fer their licenses under the 
law of 1888 There are several hundred of 
them, The greater part of the Newark saloon 
keepers took out their licenses about July 1, 
and their loss, if they should be compelled to 
apply atonce for pew licenses, will be compar- 
atively small since their eld licenses have but a 
month or so longer to run. 

but the law is applicable all over the State, 
and owing to the custom of issuing licenses in 
the early part of the year to the hotel and 
saloon keepers at the Summer resorts, they will 
be the heaviest sufferers by the tecnnical con- 
struction of the new law. Nearly all of them 
took out their licenses early in May, froma 
week to three weeks before the new law went 
into effect, and now they tind their licenses void 
ana inoperative and themselves under legal re- 

ulrement to take out newlicenses. According to 
the language and literal construction of the 

resent law, furthermore, asharp Gistinotion is 

rawn between wholesale and retail liquor 
Moenses. One class of licenses permits the sale 
of quantities of less than a quart, to be drank 
on the premises, and the other pormits the sale 
in quantities of from a quart to five gallong, not 
to be drank on the premises; and no person 14 
permitted to do bo Kinds of business at the 
same place, 

About a week ago Uity Counsel Coult gave a 
written opinion to the above effect, upon appli- 
cation of an interested party, and the Board of 
Excise Commissioners, desiring official instruc 
tion in the law, asked of him a further opinion 
upon the operation and effect of the new law. 
This he sent to them, and the opinion was read 
ata meeting of the board last night, at which 
Chairman Franklin Marx presided. 

The substanee of the opinion is as follows: 
The act of 1889 was passed for the express pur- 
pose ef repealing the act of 1888, and does re- 
—— thatact in terms. It makes no provision 
or saving tlie persons who have taken licenses 
under the act of 1888 the right to sell auring 
the term of their respective licenses. The 
Ncenses given under the act of 1889 differ in 
many respects from those given under the act 
of 1888, and the provisions for revocation in the 
act of 1889 apply. only to the licenses granted 
under the act of 1888. 

**Itis clear, therefore,” he says, “that the 
holders of licenses granted under the act ef 
1888 have no right to continue to sell under 
those licenses, unless they have acquired some 
right thereby which the gislature cannot re- 
voke or takeaway. Itis important, therefore, 
to understand the nature of the right or privi- 
lege acquired by such a license.” Authorities 
are quoted, showing that ‘‘where a license fee 
is exacted in the exercise of the police power of 
the State “~ * * a sudsequent prohibition law 
revokes all outstanding licanses, whatever dam- 
age might result to those who, relying upon the 
Heense, as giving the right to sell far ng the 
year, have tncurred obligation and expenses for 
which they cannot secure reimbursement, except 
iu the continued enjoyment of the licetise, But 
however great a hardship the revocation may be 
in particular oases, since the license is an author- 
ity to do wBat is otherwise prohibited, the 
Iinense must be held to have been given and ac- 
cepted, subject always to the exereise of the 
police power in the interest of the publig,” Tn 
another decision it ia held that the “ licenses to 
sell liquors are not contracts between the State 
and the person licensed, giving the latter vested 
rights, protected on general principles, * * * 
nor are they property in any legal or conatitu- 
tloual sense.” Mr. Coult concludes his opinion 
as follows: 

“Phe reault of my investigation leaves little 
doubt that the Legislature of 1389 has revoked and 
annulied the jicenses granted under the act of 1833, 
and that all persons who desire to sell must obtain 
new licenses under the law of 1889. The question, 
however,as I suid before, is one of considerable im por- 
tance and requires careful consideration, It ts not 
necessary, I take it, to come toa hasty conclusion 
in relation to it, and I shall examine the question 
further, and be ready to give you the result of my 
turther investigation at your next meeting.” 

The Excise Board adopted this suggestion and 
postpoued consideration of the matter until 
their next meeting. It is generally believed 
that the matter will be taken into the courts for 
adjudication at an early day, but since all delay 
in the matter would be to the interest of the 
licensees, it is not likely that they will take the 
initiative in the matter, But the lack ofa sav- 
ing provision in the new law gives the enemies 
of the saloon a handy weapon with which to 
make things very uncomfortable for the saloon 
keepers during the year.

CAMBRA SHOTS TAKEN ALONG THE. 
THAMES BY THE REV. DR. E. C. BOLLES. 
An entertaining, as. well as instructive, 
lantern-slide exhibition was given at the rooms 
ofthe Society of Amateur Pnhotograpers, 122 
West Thirty-sixth-street, last evening, and an 
audience that taxed the capacity of the rooms 
was present to enjoy the pictures. Some time 
‘ego the Rev. Dr. E. C. Bollés of this city made 
& trip down the Thames in a simall boat, and his 
camera was not left benind. Dr. Bolles took 
for his text last night therefore, ‘The Thames 


From Source to Sea.” Hoe was entertaining and 
instructive in his descriptions and historical 
references. As regards photographic merit the. 
pic were admirable and called forth hearty 
commendation from those present. 

The series of pictures began at the pump, 210 
tiles from London, and hardly a bit of typical 
English scenery was pas by without a 
oamera shot being taken. An excellent view 
was displayed of New Bridge, which is in real- 
ity the oldest on the Thames, having been 
built some 600 years ago. The house boats 
peculiar to the river were all shown, a6 well as 
the weirs and locks which are encountered 
there so frequentiy. The college buildings at 
Oxford and the scenes of the great university 
races on the riyer were ali interesting. The 
water gardens were also a feature of the river 
that Dr. Bolles was fortunate in obtaining good 
photographic specimens of. Windsor Castle 
was not forgotten, and an excellent idea of the 
grounds and buildings was given last night.

The 
river was followed by the lecturer even to the 
sea, including the bix English training ships for

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
jor to-day, inthis city, threatening weather and 
rain. 








For the first time in some years the 
National Civil Service Commission seems 
to be made up wholly of men who are 
‘earnest in their desire and determination 
to have the law fully and fairly executed. 
Mr. ROOSEVELT complains that it has not 
sufficient power in making investigation or 
money enough to extend the system as it 
would like to do. All the members are 
agreed that the classified system should 
be applied te all Custom Heuses and 
Post Offices with twenty-five employés, 
but the clerical force is inadequate for 
what has to be done at present. The 
Commissioners are also anxious to es- 
tablish in the public mind entire con- 
fidence in the fairness and impartiality 
of the examinations and in the good faith 
with whichtherules are applied. If they 
accomplish this they will do much to give 
assurance of progress and permanency for 
the reform. There has never been any 
doubt that the success of the system de- 
pended very much on the vigor and earnest- 
ness of the commission, and there is every 
reason to believe that as now constituted 
it will do as much to advance the reform 
as the means at its command will permit. 


Certain Republican newspapers that are 
disturbed by the recent assaults of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, Cleveland Leader, 
and New-York Tribune upon combinations 
that use tariff duties as ‘‘instruments of 
private greed,” and by the demand of the 
Leader for the entire removal of the copper 
duties, will find in the columns of the Inter 
Mountain of Butte, Montana, interesting 
admissions concerning the manner in which 
the duty on copper is serviceable to the 
companies that recently combined to com- 
pel all consumers in this country to pay 12 
cents a pound for the metal. The Inter 
Mountain is a protectionist and Republican 
paper published within a few miles of the 
largest copper mine im the United States, 
whose owner told the French bankers ‘a few 
weeks ago that he could afford to sell his 
copper at 3 cents. a pound. It appears to be 
the organ of the mining companies, and it 
has undertaken to convince some of its 
Democratic contemporaries that the duty 
on copper is very. useful and should be re- 
tained. It explains that if there were no 
duty the companies could not force con- 
sumers to pay 12 cents. Speaking of the 
combination recently formed it says: 

“The arrangement is particularly fortunate 


for Butte, and évery{miner in this camp should 
tand that but for the protective duty of 
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8 conte [4 cente] per pound the conference coula 
not have maintained the price of Lake at 12 
cents.” — 
And again, defending “the Republican 
Party record in regard to copper,” it says: 
“ Were it not for the Republican tariff, copper 
would be selling at 8 or 9 cents.”

The question of a site for a new Apprais- 
er’s warehouse as well as for a new Custom 
House for this port is thrown open again 
by a revocation of the agreemept for the 
purchase of certain lots in Twelfth-street 
for the former. The primary cause of this 
action is the delay and complications in the 
effort to acquire a perfect title to the land 
and the refusal of some of the owners to ex- 
tend the option for purchase any longer, 
but it was also affected by doubt as to the 
desirability of the Twelfth-street site. The 
law requires the Appraiser’s warehouse to be 
“in the vicinity of the Custom House,” and 
there are practical reasons why they should 
be near together. No ene would think of 
locating the Custom House in the vicinity 
of Twelfth-street, and it is quite desirable 
thata single site should be obtained for 
the two buildings, or two sites quite near 
together and much further down town than 
the place originally selected for the ware- 
house. The appropriation of $2,000,000 for 
a Custom House site and $800,000 for that 
for the Appraiser’s warehouse ought to be 
sufficient to secure the needed land in the 
most convenient location without any 
great delay. 

To a foreign observer, used to other 
methods, one of the queer features of the 
Cronin murder case must be the publicity 
apparently given to all the steps taken for 
bringing the criminals to justice. Each 
day’s proceedings for this purpose seem to 
be carefully reported in detail by those en- 
gaged in them, and in ample season for the 
newspapers. of the following morning, 
so that the leading mission now sérved by 
the case looks like that of furnishing a 


diurnal supply of interesting reading. In 
this respect the progress of the search must 
be admitted to be decidedly successful. 
Whether other ends are served as well by 
the minute descriptions of the methods in 
which the investigation is conducted and 
the suspected are shadowed may be a mat- 
ter of more doubt. However, there is an- 
other side to the question. The modern 
policy in cases wheré a great sensational 
crime is committed, involving public inter- 
ests of vast importance, is frequently that 
of taking the public, asit were, into the 
hue and cry. Sometimes in this way a clue 
is furnished which would never have been 
found but for the information supplied by 
officials to the community through the 
press. After all, the present is only one 
more case in which common sense and good 
faith are needed in determining what to re- 
veal and what to conceal. 


It is almost to be regretted, in the in- 
terest of yachting, that we have an un- 
conquerable boatin the Volunteer.

veloped. Moreover, as the race between 
the. Titania and the Shamrock on Thursday 
showed, there is as much excitement and 
as much skill, both in shipbuilding and 
in seamanship, to be had from rac- 
ing craft of this size as the more un- 
manageable craft of the next size larger. 
The Valkyrie, the Titania, and the Shamrock 
are as large as anybody would think of 
building one-masted vessels with any pur- 
pose but an exclusive view to racing. It is 
scarcely to be expected, however, that we 
should venture a craft of this size in the 
races for the America’s Cup when we have 
a yacht that can unquestionably beat them, 
and when the challenger : knew at the time 
of challenging that there was such a boat 
and must be supposed to have contemplated 
racing with her.

But the principal value of our acquisition 
from Russia has thus far been, and is likely 
for some time to be, the seal fisheries upon 
certain islands where our jurisdiction is un- 
questioned. These fisheries have been main- 
tained as a Government monopoly and 
leased to a commercial company under con- 
ditions which limit the number of seals to 
be taken, and guard against the destruction 
of the young and of the breeding females. 

To allow a‘promiscuous slaughter of these 
animals would lead speedily to their ex- 
termination, and the whole commercial 
world would sustain a serious loss. To 
protect not only our fisheries,.but the seal 

supply, the captureor killing of the animals 
on the way to and from their haunts is pro- 

hibited. This is absolutely necessary to 
prevent a reckless and wasteful slaughter, 

which would speedily destroy the value 
of the seal islands and exterminate in that 
quarter one of the most important fur-bear- 


.ing animals of the world. Our laws are 


based upon the claim of exclusive jurisdic- 
tion within the line laid down in the treaty 
with Russia, but their purpose is the pro- 
tection of an interest of great value to us 
and of almost equal value to the rest of the 
world. They provide for the seizure of all 
vessels of whatever nationality found 
catching or killing seals within the pro- 
hibited limits. Our revenue vessels neces- 
sarily act under orders that comply with 
the statutes, without reference to the con- 
troverted international question. 

Thus far our Government has rested on 
the claim of exclusive jurisdiction within 
the limit of cession from Russia and has 
based its legislation thereon and proceeded 
to execute the provisions of such legislation. 
Its position is a defensible one until some 
nation raises the question of jurisdiction in 
@ manner to compel its settlement. Such 
settlement, it seems to us, must ultimately 
come by international agreement. On the 
subject of general jurisdiction | there is 
hardly a question to be settled A 
simple. application of the principles 
of international law will settle it 
against any exclusive pretension. But 
the protection of the seal fisheries 
introduces an exceptional element, and 
with reference to that an agreement is 
likely to become necessary to save us from 
complications arising out of seizures the 
legality of which will be disputed and in- 
demnity for which may be demanded. The 
powers which we now exercise under our 
own statutes might possibly be conceded 
to us by treaty .compact, or, if not, other 
nations might join with us in an arrange- 
ment to prevent the slaughter of seals in 
the open sea. This is a matter for amicable 
negotiation and not for a bumptious insist- 
ence upon an untenable claim. Whenever 
the question is taised in proper form we 
should be ready to meet it in a spirit of rea- 
sonable diplomacy, free from bluster or 
jingoism.

THE DUTY ON CANADIAN COAL. 


We published a few days ago a descrip- 
tion of the railroad across the State of 
Maine that has recently been completed by 
the Canadian Pacific Company, with an ac- 
count of the obstacles encountered by the 
builders and some statements as to the 
purposes for which the new line is to be 
used. The road extends across the State in 
a southeasterly direction from Megantic, in 
the Dominion, to Vanceborough, oa the 
eastern boundary, and the company con- 
trols a road from that point eastward 
through New-Brunswick to Nova Scotia. 
The new line is a direct one from the mar- 
itime provinces to Montreal and the Domin- 
ion cities of the lower lakes. 





During the construction of this road the 
people of Maine must have been reminded 
frequently of certain aspects of the tariff 
question. A great part of the work was 
done, our correspondent says, ‘* by Italian 
laborers, who came from New-York by 
thousands,” and **Maine men, who had 
heard so much about protection to American 
labor, and who had hoped to clear a few 
dollars by werking for the foreign corpora- 
tion, stood by and saw these men work for 
75 cents a day.” This was that “free 
trade in labor” which Mr. WIIIIAMD. 
KELLEY, the representative of the highly- 
protected manufacturers of Pennsylvania, 
one advocated so earnestly in Congress. 

Probably they were reminded also, as 
New-England manufacturers have been, of 
the duty on coal. The company proposes, 
we are told, to develop “the immense coal 
mines of Nova Scotia,” with the intention 
of supplying this fuel to the inland prov- 
inces. The possible profits of this business 
alone are said to have been regarded as 
large enough to warrant the building ef the 
road through the wilderness of Nerthern 
Maine. The depesits of bituminous coal in 
the province of Nova Scotia are enormous. 
The field on the coast of Cape Breton Island 
alone is said to contain 2,000,000,000 tons. 
When production in these mines shall have 
been stimulated by the Canadian Pacific, 
there will be fresh complaints from certain 
industries of New-England that are perish- 
ing. 

Four weeks ago the Boston and Sandwich 
Glass Company closed up a business that 
had been in a moribund condition for two 
or. three years. It had been making glass- 
ware for half a century and at a good 
profit until a few years ago, although com- 
peting manufacturers in Pennsylvania pro- 
cured their coal for only a little more than. 
half the price that it was forced to pay. 
‘The tariff on coal,” wrote our Boston cor- 
respondent at the time of the closing sales, 
“prevented the ample coal deposits of 
Nova Scotia from being dumped upon the 
company’s wharf at Sandwich at a price 
that would have enabled the company to 
manufacture goods at a profit.” At the an- 
nual meeting of the New-England Furni- 
ture Exchange, in January last, the First 
Vice President made a very interesting ad- 
dréss, pointing out that the future prosper- 
ity of the makers of furniture in New-Eng- 
land must depend largely upon the pros- 
‘perity of other manufacturing industries, 
some ef which were dying eut. Said he: — 





“ Nearly all the gentlemen present can re 
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manufacturing glass in Massachusetts. They 
had their agents in Australia, the English colo- 
nies, and South Amerios, and controlled the 
entire trade of this last-named country, They 
s0ld their goods in St. Petersburg in competi- 
tion with English manufacturers, notwithstand- 
ing the Englishmen were 3,000 miles nearer 
that market. Here was an industry that em- 
ployea hundreds of men, paying good wages, 
and nearly every one of these men was buying 
furniture of your make or mine. To-day these 
factories are closed and the workmen are earn- 
ing no money to spend for furniture, or have 
gone to other sections of the country and are 
no longer of any benefit to the furniture inter- 
ests of New-England. But have Australia, 
South America, or 8t. Petersburg stopped buy- 
ing glass? Not st all; they are buying more 
and more every year, but not of us. Look at 
the fron industry, and see how year by year it 
has been crowded to the wall, until now it has 
nearly disappeared, and we have only!to go 
back a few years to note the change. In 1880 
New-England produced 170,000 tons of rolled 
iron and steel; in 1887 only 102,000 tons, a 
falling off of 40 per cent. From 1880 to 1887, 
50 per cent of the rolling mills of Maine died, 
20 per cent. in Connecticut, 50 per cent. in 
Rhode Island, and 36 per eent. in Massachu- 
setts. All of these milis that have died em- 
ployed men who, when the milis were in opera- 
tion, purchased your furniture and mine, but 
now they are not buying our furniture and we 
are saying that business is not as good as 1t was 
a few years ago.” 


Dying industries in New-England could 
be revived, he continued, only by procur- 
ing a foreign market for New-England 
manufactured goods. If it should be said 
that the goods could not be sold abroad 
because of the cost of making them, he 
would reply that the cost ou®ht not to be 
high enough to prevent foreign sales, and 
would not be so if New-England repre- 
sentatives at Washington had not per- 
mitted high duties to be imposed on coal 
and.other raw materials. ‘“‘Who among 
them,” he asked, ‘‘has lifted up his voice 
for the opening of the Canadian market to 
our New-England manufacturers; so that 
we might sell them our furniture and take 
their coal? We do not want representa- 
tives who can be used by Pennsylvania and 
Ohio to enrich their people at the expense 
of ours.” 

In spite of the tariff, the importation of 
coal from the Dominion maritime provinces 
has not wholly ceased, but the quantity 
brought in annually is less than 100,000 
tons. In 1865 nearly five times as much 
was imported. The removal of the duty 
would greatly increase the trade and bring 
needed relief to many industries in New- 
England whose wants could easily be sup- 
plied from the great deposits lying on the 
coast just above the point where our north- 
eastern boundary reaches the seaboard. 


THE MURDER OF CRONIN. 

The public interest in a violent crime is, 
in general, proportional to its mysterious- 
ness, or at least to its inexplicableness. 
This element of interest has attached to the 
murder of CRONIN ever since it was an- 
nounced. It has not by any means been 
dissipated, for neither the motives nor the 
methods of the crime have as yet been 
made manifest. What has been shown 
with tolerable clearness is that the murder 
was in some sense “political.” Whether it 
appears that it was committedin pursuance 
of a conspiracy on the part ef a disappointed 
faction in the organization to which CRONIN 
belonged or whether it was the consequence 
ofa private quarrel, it seems to be established 
that the disagreement that had so tragical 
aresult arose in the course of procedures 
taken for the purpose of ‘‘freeing Ireland.” 
This is a very serious matter, and deserves 
the consideration of Irishmen in America 
as well as of Irishmen in Ireland. The 
sympathy of the civilized world is un- 
doubtedly with the Irishmen who are 
endeavoring to establish in their country 
the right of local self-government. Very 
possibly that sympathy would continue if 
the Irish claim took the form of a demand 
for national independence, enormous as are 
the practical difficulties in the way of con- 
ceding that demand. But it is not to be 
denied that this sympathy is very much 
qualified by the conduct of the Irish them- 
selves. Thereis a general feeling that a 
people that is worthy of freedom can ob- 
tain freedom in fair fight, and that the 
secular process of freeing Ireland by means 
of secret associations, working through 
assassins and hampered by informers, is not 
only not a promising process, but not 
a process that would be adopted 
by a people capable of winning its 
independence as other nationalities have 
won theirs. Of course, great allowance is 
to be made for a people so long oppressed 
and despoiled as the Irish people have been, 
but even after these allowances have been 
made, the murder of an inoffensive stranger 
like Lord FREDERICK CAVENDISH in cold 
blood and the attempts to do promiscuous 
murder upon Englishmen and English- 
women remain repulsive performances. 
Even assassination may become dignitied, 
but a man taking shots at his landlord in 
gayety of heart, or entering upon a con- 
spiracy to murder in the spirit of reckless 
mischief with which a schoolboy goes on an 
apple-stealing expedition, is-a merely 
loathsome object. P 

At any rate, whatever excuses there may 
be for outrages in Ireland do not apply 
to outrages committed by Irishmen upon 
lrishmen in this country, The murder of 
one Irishman by another Irishman in Chi- 
cago does not strike terror into the British 
Government nor in any possible way pro- 
mote the liberation of Ireland. It is simply 
the act of a particularly-brutal ruffian. The 
fact concerning which Irishmen should 
take shame to themselves is the fact that 
particularly-brutal ruffians are engaged, 
professionally, in the liberation of Ireland. 
When their ruffianism is devoted to the 
murder of an Irishman in Chicago, it is 
merely shown without the pretext of 
patriotic motives which is thrown over it 
when it is devoted to the murder of an 
Englishman in Ireland. lt is r@ally the 
same spirit in both cases, and it is the mani- 
festations of this spirit from time to time 
and in divers ways that prevents the sym- 
pathy of mankind with the Irish cause 
from bping unreserved. For the most dis- 
couraging circumstance about these savage 
crimes is that the Irish people appear, when 
they are committed in Ireland, to take the 
side of the perpetrators. At all events, 
they excite among the mass of Irishmen no 
abhorrence, and it.is not on record that the 


“perpetrator of one of them has been 





brought to justice by the efforts of his coun- 


‘trymen, excepting the testimony of hired 
or frightened informers, who are thereupon 
hated by all Irishmen as traitors.

THE HAYTIAN COMMISSION. 


The report received in London that Gen. 
Hippotyte has defeated Gen. LiGITIME 
and captured Port au Prince, the capital, 
suggests that the interruption of President 
HaRRison’s Haytian Commission was fort- 
unate in more senses than one. So far as 
could be gathered from the ourrent sur- 
mises, Gen. WALLACE and Mr. TUCKER were 
to have gone on a peace mission, designed 
to accomplish some sort of interference in 
the Haytian civil conflict. But if the 
northern forces have now made the success 
they claim to have made, the situation is 
quite different from the one which existed 
when Mr. BLAINE’s preject of interference 
was formed; and it is further suggested 
that the Haytian business may be well let 
alone for the present. 

This outcome of affairs will also, if con- 
firmed, probably dispose of the treaty said 
to have been offered by Gen. LEGITIME to 
France, giving her sundry extraordinary 
commercial and territorial concessions in 
return for aid to be furnished by herin ex- 
tinguishing his rival, Gen. Hrppotyre. It 
is not to be presumed that France would 
have seriously considered this scheme, as 
she would thereby antagonize all other na- 
tions having dealings with Hayti. These 
nations possess treaties which the arrange- 
ment proposed by Gen. LEGITIME would 
directly violate, because it aims to give 
France exclusive privileges in port charges 
and customs duties which would practically 
bar all other natiens from competition. 
Since some, and perhaps all of them, have 
conventions with Hayti which forbid any 
such project, they would hardly sit by and 
allow it to be carried out, even should 
France consent to try it. Our own country 
would have political as well as commercial 
objections to such an arrangement. But at 
all events the ebbing fortunes of L&GITIME 
have probably ended it. 

It has been suggested, however, that our 
two Commissioners, in their pursuit of 
peace for Hayti, were to have looked about 
for a naval and coaling station such as 


was offered to France. But it would seem 
preposterous for our Government to seek a 
foothold there at the present juncture of 
affairs. St. Nicholas Mole and the Island 
of Gonaive, the two points said to have 
been promised to France, might either 
of them furnish an adequate site for a 
naval and coaling station, but experience 
shows that its acquisition might bring 
complications which would make it 
dear at any price. The same may 
he said of Samana, at the other end of the 
island, which has also been mentioned as 
a point which the Haytian Commission 
might seek to acquire for a coaling station. 
Just at present San Domingo is far more 
quiet than her sister republic, and proba- 
bly the Dominican Government would con- 
vey a site in Samana Bay for a United 
States coaling station. But the whole 
question was carefully reviewed under 
Gen. GRANT'S Administration, and the pop- 
ular feeling seemed to be against making 
any move in that direction. 

The truth is that the experience of a 
century has shown the wisdom of the pol- 
icy adopted by the founders of our Re- 
public in not reaching out for colonial pos- 
sessions or foreign footholds. The case of 
Samoa is somewhat exceptional, since in 
the broad Pacific there was not a single 
port which our Government vessels could 
call their own for the purpose of recoaling. 
Yet, even when a formal cession had been 
made by Samoa of a right to eccupy such a 
port in one of its islands, nearly ten years 
elapsed before any attempt was made 
to make practical use of it. The 
recent sending of a cargo of coal to 
the harbor of Pango-Pango was pri- 
marily due to the pending Samoan con- 
troversy, and the price paid for deliv- 
ering it at that harbor shows what a costly 
deposit it will be. In the case of the sug- 
gested station on the island of Haytiapoint 
to be observed is its comparative nearness 
to our own harbors. Whenever the ques- 
tion of establishing a naval and cealing 
station in the Gulf has come up it has been 
defeated on the ground of its apparent lack 
of urgent, necessity. It was so with the 
Samana project, with the St. Thomas proj- 
ect, and again with the Chiriqui project. 
Certainly the mere fact that one of therival 
leaders in Hayti was disposed to buy the 
support of France by the offer of a port or 
an island ought not to suggest either out- 
bidding the foreign country for the same 
port or the revival of any similar project 
elsewhere. The conjecture that the errand 
upon which Gen. WALLACE and Mr. Tuck- 
ER were ‘‘prematurely” appointed may be 
mainly concerned with the acquisition of 
such a port seems to be unsustained by any 
existing circumstances, 


THE HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE. 


The issue of the monthly pilot chart for 
June ought to remind mariners of the great 
benefits they derive from the labors of the 
Hydrographic Office. It ought also to re- 
mind them of a duty they owe themselves 
and their fellow-toilers of the deep. It is 
an unhappy fact that there are still many 
masters of vessels who do not take the 
trouble to report to the Hydrographic 
Office the position of derelicts passed at 
sea. Asa matter of general safety this 
should never be neglected. Constant study 
of the position and movements of derelicts 
will lead eventually to a more thorough 
understanding of the peculiarities of ocean 
currents, which are at present by no means 
so well known as seafaring men desire.. 
Many a master has found faults in his reck- 
oning which he has attributed to currents, 
but which, if properly laid to the account 
of his own carelessness in observation or 
computation, would have warned him to be 
more exactin the future. On the other 
hand, it is not unusual for a Captain who 
has been forced to depend much on that 
** stupid old pilot,” dead reckoning, to find 
himself inexplicably out of his course, 
when a thorough knowledge of ocean cur- 
rents would have prevented him from go- 
ing astray. 

Again, the system of meteoric observa- 
tions being carried on under the supervis- 
ion of the Hydrographic Office, with a 
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view to the better understanding of the 
conditions of weather at sea, is of the very 
highest value. 1t is only necessary to point 
to the amount of scientific information that 
has been got together in regard to the nat- 
ure and movements of West Indian harri- 
canes to convince any thinking person of 
‘this fact. The office is forced to depend 
largely on volunteer observers for this 
work. The vessels of the navy are too 
few and too widely scattered-to accomplish 
all that is necessary, though they do achieve 
@ remarkable amount of labor. 

Any sea Captain can assist in this work. 
He has only to call at the branch Hydro- 
graphic Office, at the Maritime Exchange, 
and he will be provided with blanks to fill 
out and the fullest instructions as to their 
use. In return for his contributions the 
office places at his disposal its entire mass 
of information, free of charge. 


Kings are so scarce at the Paris show that 
it seems hard, when one of their number is 
ready to “assist” at it, that he should lack 
the wherewithal to pay the expenses of a 
journey to the Champ de Mars. This is 
averred to be the case with King Kara- 
KAUA, who is further said to be trying to 
contract a loan of $10,000 in this country 
for that purpose. The new Constitution 
and the new order of things in Hawaii 
seem to have interfered greatly with his 
Majesty’s credit, which was mever of the 
best even in hisown domains. His chagrin 
must be the greater, since his niece, Prin- 
cess VICTORIA KAIULANI, has just gone to 
Paris, and she is only a young lady of 
fourteen and not even heir presumptive. 
In consideration of the fact that King Kata- 
KAUA has no scruples whatever against the 
centennial character of the Paris fair, and 
its typical glorification of the Assemblée Na- 
tionale and the overthrow of the Bastile, 
like those which distress some of his brother 
monarchs, it is to be hoped that he will be 
able to raise money somehow for his pro- 
jected outing.

The Buzzard is of 1,140 tons displacement, 
mounts 8 guns, and carries a complement of 
122 men. She has a speed of 16 knots an hour, 

The Canada is of 2,380 tons displacement, and 
her engine horse power 2,430. She mounts 10 
guns and carries a crew of 270 men. 

The Comus is of 2,380 tons displacement. 
Her engines possess 2,450 horse power. She 
mounts 12 guns and ‘carries 274 men. 

The Emeraid’s displacement is 2,120 tons. 
She mounts 12 guns and carries a crew of 222 
men. Her engines have developed on trial 
2,170 horse power.

THE FISHERIES WAR. 


Hawirax, N. S. May 31.—The first gun in the 
fisheries war was fired on Wednesday, and the 
Gloucester fishing schooner Mattie Winship is 
now in the elutches of the Canadian customs of- 
ficials at North Sydney. The cruiser Vigilant, 
while rounding Cape North about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, sighted a schooner, and running 
under her lee found her to be the Mattie Win- 
nono Gloueséster, C. W. Eresonm Master, and 





nowmore than two miles distant from the cape. 
Before the cutter reached the schooner the lat- 
ter sent out two dories with trawls, baited 
ready to set. The Captain of the schooner, sec- 
ing it was a. cutter bearing down on him, called 
his dories back and began te weigh anchor. 

my Knowlton then boarded the schooner, 
and Capt. Ercson admitted that he was not 
more than two mifles off Cape North, and that 
it was his intention to fish. Capt. Knowlton 
then sent his first officer and five men to take 
charge of the schooner and sail her to Sydney, 
— five of the Winship’s crew on board the 
cutter. 

The schooner arrived at Sydney this morning, 
and was given in charge of the customs officials. 

A dispatch to Consul General Phelan from 
the congular agent at Syaney says the Captain 
of the seized schooner was at anchor about two 
and a half miles off Cape North. He had been 
fishing the previous evening eight miles off, 
but declares positively that he was not fishing 
inside the limit. 

Consul General Phelan will leave to-morrow 
morning for Sydney. 


OTTAWA, May 31.—In reference to the seizure 
of the Mattie Winship, at North Sydney, the 


Government will await a full report by mail 
before taking aetion. The skipper of the Mattie 
was notin possession of a license under the 
modus vivendi. o-night Mr. Tupper; Minister 
of Fisheries, received a private dispatch giving 
further imfermation about the affair. The 
American Captain admitted being within the 
three-mile limit and defied the Canadian au- 
thorities to interfere with him. He had a big 
catch of fresh cod on board. 





WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 31.—In Chicago 
yesterday C. A. Pillsbury was quoted as saying 
that the condition of growing wheatin the North- 
west was poor. He thought the yield would be 
light. Other reports from the same sections do 
not bear out this view of the case. The cold 
weather has prevented the grains from growing 
very rapidly, but has given them a good stand, 
and farmers are very contented with the pres- 
ent outlook. 

The railroad reports are cheering. On the 
Fargo and Southwestern and James River 
Valley Branches, south of the main line, they 
have had during the past week good soaking 
rains of several hours’ duration, and here the 
prospeets are most flattering. West of the Mis- 
souri River to the Montana line the prospects 
are very good. 

As to the frosts, there is no question but the 
have seriously hurt corn and “ garden truck.” 
Cannon Falls, Albert Lea, Melrose, Bird Island, 
Waseca, Sauk Centre, Warren, and other places 
report considerable damage.

| ALBANY, May 31.—Gov. Hill is looking for- 
ward with eagerness to the return of Messrs. 
Reswell P. Flower and ex-Mayor Edward Mur- 
phy, Jr., of Troy, from their ramble through 
‘the West. These gentlemen are due next week, 
Wednesday, atthe furthest, and the Governor 
fondly hopes that the Presidential seod they 
have planted along their way will'in time bring 
forth a bountiful crop of national Hill delegates. 
Messrs. Flowér and Murphy have visted Colora-

Mr, Flower’s idea in 
Visiting the Northwest at this particular time 
‘was to pave the way for Gov. Hill's visit to St. 
Paul in August. 

The Governor is reaching out, however, un- 
mistakably. Ex-Mayor Ames of Minneapolis was 
in New- York several days last week to meet the 
‘Govérnor on the latter’s invitation. Ames is a 
fair representative of the men Gov. Hill is 
enlisting in his cause. He has thrice been 
Mayor of Minneappolis, and has been a labor 


agitator or anything else that wold give him 
notoriety. In 1886 he was the Demuocratic 
Labor candidate for Governor, but was 
deservedly counted out. He became a sorehead 
under the last Administration because Mr. 
Cleveland did not turn over to him and his 
friends contro! of the Federal offices in Minne- 
pota, He therefore fails naturally into the Hill 
tribe, and before sailiag for Europe shouted 
lustily for Hill as the Presidential candidate in 
1892.

Gibb, and President Moore of the Young Re- 
pubhean Club. William H. Williams was about 
the only representative member of that club 
who was present.

It is held by other Commissioners, 
however, that under the law the Governor bas 
no power to fill vacancies in the present Emti- 

Tation Ovmmission. That commission was 
eisiated out of existence some years ago and 
its members have held office simply awaiting 
the confirmation of the single-headed Commis- 
sion authorized by the present law. This law 
provides that the old Commissioners shall con- 
tinue in office nntil five days after thenew Com- 
mission is appointed, but makes no provision 
for the filling of vacancies which may occur in 
the meantime. 


ANOTHER CHICAGO MYSTERY. 

CHicaco, May 31.—In a ramshackle two-story 
house on Fifty-first-atreet live two families 
named Sullivan and Bell. Last night Nelile 
Sullivan, a girl of nineteen years and John Bell, 
twenty-one years old, together took enough 
morphine to kill a dozen men. The other 
members of the families discovered this fact 
some hours later, but it did not seem to agitate 
them until they discovered that the girl was 
dying. Then they sent for a physician. He 
arrived too late to save the girl, but adminis- 
tered emetics to Bell, who will recover.

THE ANNUAL PARADE REVIEWED BY 
THE MAYOR AND OTHER DISTIN- 
GUISHED NEW- YORKERS. 

New-Yorkers showed by their applause 
that they were proud of their policemen yester- 
day. They turned out in large numbers to wit- 
ness the annual parade of “The Finest” and 
made a living border all along the line of march. 

The reviewing stands at the Worth Monument 

were packed to discomfort, and still hundreds 

of persons were turned away, the tickets of ad- 
mission largely outnumbering the geats that 

had been provided. J 

The most conspicuoun feature of the crowd 

‘was the prevalence of women and children. 

This was particularly the case in the reviewing 

stands, where the women outnumbered the 

men twotoone. The bright colors of their ap- 
parel heightened the picture and their enthusi- 
asm added materially to the applause. They 
were determined to see the policemen parade, 
and they came early, waited patiently, and re- 
fused to leave their places even when the 
threatening clouds yielded a dash of rain to the 
boisterous wind.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
. Yesterday, May 30, the Sun had at the 
head of its editorial column the following very 
“pithy” and incisive advice to the Democratic 
Party: : 

‘ “UNITE THE DEMOCRACY! 

“The first need of this country is the union of the 
Democracy. Without it the Republicans will have 
everything their own way. 

* Phe first and sure condition of Democratic unity 
ie the abolition of the internal revenue system. 
Wipe out that relic of the civil war, and there will 
be no longer any occasion for division in the Demo- 
cratic Party.” — 

Assuming this is honest and well-meant ad- 
vice ‘without guile,” I will simply review the 
above and show by actual figures that my es- 
teemed friend of the sun could not possibly 
have consulted the receipts of revenue and the 
expenditures for the current year of 1889. Be- 
cause if he had done so he would have found 
that he was advising a Most sure yearly deficit. 
Let me explain: 

The appropriation of Congress for 

1889 was without the payment of

But it should be remembered that while the 
expenditures during the next ten. years must 
surely increase by at least $30,000,000 a year, 
the receipts of revenue, on the other hand, must 
certainly diminish if the present tariff or rather 
the Senate tariff bill 1s adopted. And this is 
the next point I shall demonstrate, First, ex- 
penditures: 

In 1889 the appropriation for the navy was 
only $19,938,281 05. Surely my esteemed 
friend, the editor of the sun, will be the first to 
recognize the fact that this expenditure must 
xo on increasing with the new departure of 
building a navy and manning it, and $30,000,000 
a year willin two years hence be a very mod- 
erate estimate. For pensions there was appro- 
priated in 1889 881,758,700. It ig the unani- 
mous opinion of both parties that the pensions 
will for years to come be a round $100,000,- 

0. Besides these two great items 
there is a perfect crazo for oexpend- 
ing large sums on fortifications and sub- 
sidies for steamship lines, In short, we may 
most assuredly assume that within two years 
the expenditures will be at least $30,000,000 a 
year more than now, which will bring up the 
gross expenditures to $317,000,000, and the re- 
ceipts, if the internal revenue is abolished, will 
bein round numbers $255,000,000, leaving a 
deficit of $62,000,000 per year. Of course one 
point—and: great relief—will be gained. We 
shall have no surplus to bother us, and the pres- 
ent surplus in the Treasury will melt quick 
enough, ' 4 

Then let us turn to the revenue receipts, and 
see whether we oan rely upon the present re- 
— ot $219,000,000 trom the customs. 

ere is no difference of opinion between 
high-tariff men and free traders on the funda- 
mental rule that hich duties diminish importa- 
tions and consequently revenue. Andto make 
this perfeotly plain, let me demonstrate it. 

if, for instance, we should make sugar entire- 
ly free we would djminish, not only the revenue 
by $50,000,000, but we would also relieve con- 
sumers of sugar of that amount of tax. But if 
we reduce the sugar duty to half (the average 
duty on granulated being 3 cents a pound) we 
would relieve taxpayers most decidedly of 
144 cents a pound taxes, but we probably 
would not diminish the custom weights 
$25,000,000, as the very fact of reducing the 
tax 149 cents a pound would have the tendency 
of increasing consumption, and therefore the 
revenue from sugar may be $35,000,000 at re- 
duced rates, instead of $25,000,000. Sugar 
however, is only grown here to an extent of 
250,000,000 pounds, and we import 3,000,000,- 
000 pounds, hence a sugar revenue is always 
certain, 

Now let us look at woolens. The average 
rate on woolen fabrics now is 68.31 per cent. 
We got a revenue of $32,213,000 in 1888. There 
is not the least doubt that if tne Senate bill is 
passed, and this duty is raised in average to 40 
per cent., that the revenue from this product 
will not be $25,000,000, nor, perhaps, $20,000,- 
000. ltisforthe very reason that the duty is 
raised in order to stop importations and reduce 
the revenue, and, of course, increase the tax- 
ation of the people, This ought to be plain 
enough to demonstrate that customs receipts 
will not be under such an act as high as $219,- 
000,000. Add to this the fact that the Senate 
bill makes jute and other things free and dimin- 
ishes the revenue over $5,000,000, We may feel 
quite certain that at least some $40,000,000 will 
be the falling off from the present customs re- 
ceipts, and thus will swell the deficienoy to over 
$100,000,000 per annum. I[challénge all econ- 
Omists, be they Democrats or Republicans, 
whether the figures I have produced and tne 
deductions [ have made can be in any way 
subdstantially controverted. And I most re- 
spectfully call my esteemed friend's (the editor 
of the Sun) attention to it. 

The Sun very earnestly gives the Democrats 
still further advice in saying: 

“There are those who call themselves Democrats 
and who yet prefer Democratic division to Demo. 
cratic unity. But even they may chang» their pref- 
erenes when the now rapidly-approacaing Repub- 
lican campaign for Federal supervision of all eles. 
tions to Congress shall be fully developed. We 
warn them in advance that in that momentous 
campaign they will not be able to find salety in 
being on both sides.” 


Well, then, what our good friend the editor of 
the Sun advises the Democrats to do is simply 
to steal the Republican thunder of advocating 
and uniting on a high tariif and the abolition of 
the internal revenue. Assuming that this ad- 
vice is taken and so many Democrats should 
try to belie their primciples, would or could the 
provectionists believe them? What fools they 
would be to buy stolen goods or stolen principles 
when they could get the genuine article and 
honestly at the other shop. 

It I were miraculously converted to high pro- 
tection to-morrow and be as determined a pro- 
tectionist as I am now a tariff reformer and 
believer on free raw material, I would decidea- 
W put wy trust rather in Messrs. MoKiniey, 

elley, ed, Hiscock, Allison, and ali the rest 
of the Republican protectionist leaders than I 
would in Messrs. Beck, Carlisie, Soott. Wilson, 
Mills, and last, but not least, my esteemed 
friend’s favorite candidate, Gov. Hill, to sus- 
tain the highest kina of protection and the abo- 
lition of internal revenue, 

Truly, if high protection and the abolition of 
the Internal revenue is for the welfare of the 
whole country, then the most patriotic advice 
to that faction of Democracy who believe in 
this policy is to join the Republican camp and 
thereby strengthen it to such a degree as to 
leave the remaining Democrats no chance for 
any mischief. As there is no denying the fact, 
which ia patent to all intelligent men, that “high 
protection and abolition of internal revenue is 
the honestand legitimate property of Republic- 
ans,” and, further, if the only object of Democ- 
Tracy is to ignore their principles, in order to ob-

Detroit, Mich., May 31.—The old-established 
machinery tirm of G. 8. Wormer & Sons made 
an assignment to-day. A dozen years ago it 
started branches in Chicago and St. Lonis, Ali 
three stores are included in the assignment. 
The firm here and in Chicago handled engines, 
boilers, wood-working machinery, &e., but the 
St. Louis house made a specialty of engines and 


heavy mining machinery. The senior partner 
retired several years ago, and the three houses 
have been since managed by as Many sons; 
Clarkson C, in Detroit, Fred F. in Chicago, and 
Theodore K. in 8st. Louis, 

The failure is laid wholly at the aoor of the 
Chicago brauch, where its manager 1s reputed 
to have lived in fast style and indulged in pad 
speculation. The situation was only made 
known to the other brothers a few days ago. 

The Detroit house bas been well managed, 
and can meet all its liabilities, but the Chicago 
branch is badly off, and St. Louis is also some- 
what behind, The assets of the two. latter are 
reported atonly about $10,0U0 each. 

The total liabilities are placed at $130,000, 
with assets estimated at $45,000. The largest 
creditors of the Chicago house are the National 
Bank of America of Cuicaygo, $13,000; the City 
Iron Works, Erie, Penn., $12,000; G. 8. Worm- 
er, Detrolt, $11,000, and the Linwood Manu- 
facturing Company of New-York for an un- 
named amount, 

The Detroit manager asserts positively that 
he will resume as soon as he can get freed 
from the present entanglements, and it is high- 
ly probabie that the St. Louis branch will open 
again also. The Chicago house is hopeless,

WEST Point, N. Y., May 31.—The last work- 
ing day of the year is dead, and the hopeful 
young soldiers, who, to-morrow, will begin a 
long and flerce engagement with that enemy 
who tights from ambush behind the covers of 
Mmany-titled text books, have sought in their 
snowy cots to forget for a time the curious 
affection of the heart which this annual battle 
always produces. Itis not exactly fear which 
makes their hearts acrobatic whenever they 
contemplate the possible results of the next 
ten days’ work, nor is it fear which produces a 
lump in the throat which nature never intend- 
ed should be permanently there, but it is a feel- 
ing so much like fear that the boys can hardly 
see any fun in it. Confidence, however, is 
everywhere, and part and parcel of this dread 
which isin every boy in the Academy to-night 
isa manly determination to fight hard, long, 
and well, and, if fall he must, to fall outside 
the breastworks. 

The day is dead and buried, and the hope that 
there may never be such another one during 
the two weeks to come is the chiefest hope 
which fills the heart of the charming West Point 
girl to-night. It has been a nasty day. That 
old enemy. of the cadets’ admirers, the sun, 
aided and abetted by their equally venerable 


adversary, the rain, has played them sad tricks, 
and has wade such a bad beginning that only 
his most winning smiles in the future can bring 
him back to favor. He cameup over the hiils 
this morning looking asif he had apent a bad 
night, and hardly had he gotten a bird’s-eye 
view of the spot which relies so much upon his 
good-nature when he incontinently buried his 
face in the wettest-lovking of ali the clouds 
het fag dotted the skies and let the splashing 
rain drops fall without an effort to arrest their 
discouraging progress, 

It rained and rained and it poured, and the 
faster came the drops the longer grew the fair 
faces pressed against the dripping windows of 
the post’s hotel. About 11 o'clock, however, it 
grew somewhat jaded and stopped awhile to 
Ket its second wina. The opportunity was just 
the one sought, and, in a jiffy and becoming 
gowns, the femininé portion of the hotel’s 
guests were flying down the broad road which 
leads to the riding hall, just under the brow of 
the hill which rises from the river. There some 
of the members of the First Class took their last 
lesson in the bewildering manwuavres which are 
apparently regarded as so essential toa soldier’s 
practical education. Twenty-four of them 
marched through the narrow doorway leading 
into the tanbark, equipped with sabres, revolv- 
ers, spurs, and an abidinog faith in themselves. 
Their horses were drawn up in line in vhe cen- 
tre of the hall waiting for them, and Capt. 
Dorst, their instructor, bad the boys in the sad- 
dle before the spectators, who filled the galle- 
ries, hac fairly realized that they had entered 
the place. 

Riding slowly in line around the hall, the boys 
gave their friends aboye an opportunity to see 
for themselves what sturdy, athletic-looking 
boys they were, and then began a performance 
almost any detail of which would have Insured 
them a place in Barnum’s cirous had they really 
stood in need of any such hazardous employ- 
ment. They began by dexterously cutting off 
with their sabres the rubber heads of wooden 
gentlemen stood up at various points while their 
horses were going at full speed, and varied the 
interest of their movements by stabbing to death 
a number of flat rubber pads lying on the tan- 
bark. They managed their weapons with as 
much facility with the left hand as with the 
right, and slashed and; stabbed with such 
precision as would have forever barred them 
from engaging in Freuch duels. 

With the loud-sounding army revolver they 
showed themselves equally expert. The heads 
which they had cut oi a hundred times were 
put back upon the shoulders of the accom- 
modating wooden gentlemen, and their young 
persecutors filled them full of so many holes 
that they ought to.have been dead if they were 
not. The gray bodies rode at full tilt for these

the horses’ backs, tickied their animals’ stom- 
achs until they kicked like bucking bronchos, 
straddled their horses backward and jamped 
the hurdles that way, rode two horses at once 
and rode two on one horse, and did so many 
curious things in the bareback-riding line that 
it was a wonder that they could walk straight 
or tnat they did not deem it the correct thing to 
walk off on their ears when they were tlaally 
dismissed by their watchful instructor. 

It was @ great show, and it so interested the 
charming girls—and incidentally the three mem- 
bers of the Board of Visitors who had up to that 
time appeared at the post—that they quite for- 
got to notice that the clouds had resumed their 
work of drenching the earth with a degree of 
‘vigor, as sume Awerican poet has remarked, 
worthy of w better cause. But when they 
Started to pick their dainty way back to the 
hotel they made the discovery, It rained hard, 
wretchediy hard, and the lumbering omni- 
bus which waited for the “B. V.” was not 
haif big enough todo the work it would have 
liked todo. But here again the opportunity to 
depart was presented, as was the opportunity 
to arrive, and a lull in the rain enabied a dry 
marcn to the hotel to be made. Then it began 
to rain again, and it has been raining ever 
since. ‘the weather bureau predicts tair 
woather for to-morrow, and if the weather bu- 
reau doesn’t make good its prediction there 
will be woe unutterabie in the feminine heart at 
West Point. 

Senator John W. Daniel of Virginia was the 
fourth of the Bourd of Visitors to arrive, and 
he reached the West Point Hotel early this aft- 
ernoon. Prof. Brown of Nevada cawe later in 
the afternoon, und seveo other members of the 
board, it is expected, will appear to-morrow, or 
Sunday at the latest, and then an organization 
of the board will be effected. A President and 
a Secretary will be elected and committees ap- 
pointed under different Chairmen to look after 
the different subjects concerning the conduct of 
the Academy, upon which the board will make 
its final report. The bad weather is probably 
accountable for the non-arrival of other people 
who otherwise would have come to-day, but to- 
morroW will surely vegin the stream of visitors, 
which will daily increase in volume until the 
very day of graduation. 

The examinations which begin to-morrow will 
be conducted by the Academie Board, divided 
into the First and the Second Committees. The 
First Committee willbe composed of the Pro- 
fessors of Naturai and Experimental Philoso- 
phy, of Mathematics, and of Civil and Military 
Engineering, and the Instructers of Ordnance 
and Gunnery and of Practical Military Engi- 
neering.» The Second Committee will be made 
up of the Professors of Modern Languages, of 
Chemistry, Mineralogy: and Geology, of His- 
tory, Geography, ane Etbics, and of Law, and 
the commandant of cadets. The examinations 
will be held daily, except Sunday, from 9 to 1 
o'clock and from 2:30 to 4:30 o’clock. They 
will last until about the 10th of Pune, ana the 
First Class wiil be graduated on the 12th of 
June, after their comparative standing has 
—* determined by the result of their examina- 
tions, 

Besides these examinations the cadets will 
each day, at the conclusion of examinations, go 
through some interesting military exercises.

ALBANY, May 31.—The Attorney General was

@ bank association has power, without the 
unanimous consent of the stockholders, to in- 
crease the number of Directors, and whether 
the increase can be made to take effect before 
the next annual election of Directors.”

THE REV. DR. GAGE, WHILE INSANE, 

LEAPS FROM A HOSPITAL WINDOW. 
' PHILADELPHIA, May 31.4+-The Rey. William L. 
Gage, D. D., of Hartford, Conn., jamped from 
the fourth-story window of the Orthopedic 
Hospital at Seventeenth and Summer streets 
this morning, and died two nours later. 

Dr, Gage was admitted tothe hospital three 
weeks ago. He went there accompanied by his 
brother-in-law, Horatio B. G. Kimball of 115 
North Fifteenth-street, this city. The physicians 
in charge were told that Dr. Gage was suffering 
trom insomnia brought on by overwork. The 
disease had taken such a hold on him that he 
could not get any sleep at all. During the 
earlier portion of the time he was in tke hos- 
pital he required constant watching to prevent 

im doing himself harm. He was very melan- 
choly and seemed to worry about members of 
his family ‘who were in Hartford. The change 
of scene and the treatment he received ap- 
peared to do him a great deal of good, and it 
was thought he was mending rapidly. 

When Dr. Caspar N. Sharpless, the resident 
physician, visited him soon after daylight this 
morning, Dr. Gage appeared very much better, 
but positively declined to take his medicine. 
Alter the doctor left him he was seen in the 
hall for afew moments by one of the attendants 
and then retirea to his own room. A few min- 
utes later, about 7 o’ciock, the attendants heard 
&@ commotion on the street below and they ran 
to the window and saw Dr. Gage bruised and 
bleeding lying on the pavement. When picked 
up he was unconscious. He had fallen on his 
feet, both legs were broken, and his body was 
terribly bruised. He never regained conscious- 
ness, The reverend gentioman had evidently 
jumped from the window of his room on the 
fourth floor of the building. 

Dr. Gage was @ native of New-Hampshi 
and was fifty-six years old. He was the author o 
anumber of books, among them being ‘* The Life 
of Carl Ritter,” and. ‘A Pleasing Journey. 
Among his well-known translations isa “ Life 
of Mendeissohn.’”’ While he had given up his 
pastorate, he still continued to preach occasion- 
aliy, and his services were much in demand on 
the lecture platform. 

HARTFORD. Conn., May 31.—The Rev. Dr. 
Gage, who committed suicide in Philadelphia to- 
day. was for sixteen years pastor of the Pearl- 
steeet Congregational Charch in this city and 
one of the best-knuwn clergymen in the State, 
He was~ graduated at Harvard and completed 
his education in Germany. Dr. Gage had trav- 
eled extensively abroad and was a man oI varied 
culture and literary attainments. Three years azo 
he resigned his pastoral charge here, and since 
that time he has given ‘much attention to his 
German studies ana had become overworked. 
He had suffered from insomnia and was in Pail- 
adeiphia for treatment. Eightyears ago he was 
Monized throughout the country for bis heroic 
capture of an armed burglar in bis residence in 
this city. The burglar is now serving a fifteen 
years’ sentence in the State prison at Wetners- 
tiela. The wifeof Dr. Gage and one daugiter, 
tae wife of the Rev. F.8. Hateh of Monson, 
Mass., survive him. The church of which he 
was 80 long the pastor in this olty held a special 
meeting this evening to take action concerning 
his death. i

‘Reform Club last evening on “The'Causes and 
Dangers of Our Present Industrial and Political, 
‘Condition.” The roomaof the. clubhouse were 
welljfilied with members and their friends, and 
‘Mr. Donnell’s arguments were followed with 

— 

close attention. : 

The speaker bogan by pointing out, with re-' 
gard to the question of tariff reform, that events 
are rapidly approaching a crisis, and that, for 
the tirst time in history, business. is expanding 
and: prices and: wages advancing in England 
while they are falling here. The causes for’ 
this condition ot affairs, were. then reviewed, tne 

eaker holding, that at the close of the rebel- 
lion European confidence in American securi-. 
ties was .unbounded, . Ahat we!.borrowed 
and used the surpius capital of Europe in 
speculative ;railroad; building. .When railroad 
building boomed -business boomed, but when 
railroad building fell to; normal ——— we 
‘haa only suon business: as, the turifl. permitted. 
Had it not been that capitalists found it neces- 
sary to make new advances in order tu save ex- 
‘isting investments a crisis in the form of a ca- 
tastrophy would have come seVéral years ago. 
South and Central America, Hindostan, China, 

Russia, and even, Africa, are at present in the 
‘money markets of Europe, and are building 
railroads with as much energy as Americans. 
ever did.. Hence it is that Europe is no longer 
‘dependent on the United States for investinents, 
and our facilities for borrowing money are re- 
stricted, Speculative railroad building is at an 
end for the preseat and the tariff 1s left free to 
work out ite natural effects. . 

Our indebtedness to ae dg during the last 
twenty years has ‘been largely invreased, and in- 
terest on this indebtedness will have to be paid 
in some form. . We have been duing this for sev- 
eral years by increasing our indebtedness, and 
it is the speaker's opinien tnat unless the tariff 
is speedily retormed most of the debt will bave 
to be paid in gold.’ Large exports of gold would. 
force the sale of Ameriean securities.to Europe. 
at a ruinous. sacrifice. That might bring about 
inflation of the currency through suspension of 
specie payments or free coinage of silver, or it 
might convert the Republican Party to econom- 
ic truth. Thousands of,radical tariff, reform- 
ers voted for Mr. Harrison, either because they 
considered tariff reform of iess ‘immediate 
importance thap something else or_ be- 
‘cause they believed tho Kepupiican. Party 
would ultimately reform the tarmf more thor-' 
oughly and better than the Democratic’ Party. 
Then there were a great many Republicans 
who did not take the extreme protection cry of 
their party seriously. They censidered .it sim- 
ply a “ good enough Morgan” until after the 
election. The Republican Party is now face to 
face with itsown work. During tbe last forty 
days of the Presidential campaign, the speaker 
sald, Mr. Wanamaker raised for his party an 
‘average of $25,000 a day—in all $1,000,000. 
This was a high-taciff argument tne reformers 
were upable to answer. 

-Mr. Donnell vetimated the cost of the tariff to 
the American people at 5 cents per day each, 
This for sixty million peopie amounts to $1,095,- 
000,000 per annum. After deducting the ex- 
penses of government there remains an im- 
mense corruption fund which aifects all re- 
forms. .The vld Federal Party is again in the 
saddie. The Senate is again the great champion 
of the money power. True, it has no Webster 
and no Clay nor anybody to be compared to 
them. Nejther has the Democratic Party an 
Andrew Jackson, The Republican Party is sup- 
ported by a ‘powerfal partisan vote, biind and 
deaf to all other considerations. -It used to be 
said, for twenty years after Jackson retired 
from publie life, that millions of bis country-. 
men were still voting fur him. It may be said 
with equal truth to-day that millions of’ 
Americans are atili, voting for Abraham 
Lincoln, The party in power work- 
ing the Government for. all it is worth. 
It is driving things with a high hand. 
it going? That 18 the question that every 
American should study carefully, Will it pause 
and reflect, or will it keep ont To me it seems 
clear that, if 16 follows the course marked. out: 
for it by the Senate of the United States and by 
its national platform, it means financial bank- 
ruptcy and political bankruptcy as well. Per- 
haps the greatest immediate danger we have to 
fear is such slight. concessions from.the party.1n 
power as might retain the support of its parti- 
guns without really reforming the tariff in the 
interest of the whole — If it will only 
keep on and carry out itis programme to the end 
the American people will be taught a lesson in 
economics that will not be forgotten for many 
generations to come; perhaps never in its fut- 
ure history. 


GREAT FLANNEL SALE. 


NEARLY TWO THOUSAND CASES SOLD AT 
GOOD PRICES UNDER THE HAMMER. 
There was another big sale of flannels in 

the dry geods district yesterday, the last of 

three auction sales of dry goods, in which over 
$5,000,000 worth of goods were precipitated 
upon the market and were absurbed by hordes 
of buyers who had asssembied from all over the 
Union, and who snapped at the offerings as if 
they had been dry-gzoods hungry to the verge of 
starvation for many days. These sales began 
with the offering of a large accumulation of 
cottons last week, upon which elose upon 
$2,000,000 was realized, at prices generally 
deemed fair in the trade. They were continued 
with the sale of Faulkner, Page & Co.’s stocks 
of flannels on Tuesday and Wednesday, upon 
which somewhat over $2,200,000 was realized. 

Ana yesterday, between the hours of 10 <A. M. 

and 3 P.M., there were 7,500 more cases of 

flannels sold for an aggregate price of about 
$1,250,000, 

In the two flannel sales alone nearly 20,000 ' 
cases of —— were sold, each case containing 
about 9 yards—or an agaregate of about 
18,000,000 yards. Wilmerding, Mortis & 
Mitchell were. the auctioneers, and pa gr, Ag 
salé was upon order of Parker, Wilder & Go. 
agents for the manufacturers. There war the 
‘gainé attendance of buyers substantially as at 
.the sale in toe early part of the week, aud alike 
intensity of interest On the-part of tlie buyers. 
The first offerings, which, wereof plain scarlet 
flannels, fell rather flat; they were not good or 
scarce enough ta tempt: the buyers who wera 
present,-but after.about 2,600 cases of these 
were’ red and taken at prices approximating 
closely those of lust year, the line of twilled 
flannels, which composed about two-thirds of 
the entire stock; was reached. These mat 
witha far better reception than, did the things. 
which went before. lot of about. 225, cases of 
Beverly mixtures that sold *at 21% cents last 
year bronght acenttoa cent and: a quarter 
more yesterday. Light-weight Talbots and Stir- 
ling Royals brought about the same as before, 
as also dia Belvidere C,A. twilled scarlet. fian- 
nels. ‘But the heavy Talbots and all makes of 
medicated twilled flanneis solid at sharp ad- 
vances ov last year’s prices. There was noth- 
4ngin yesterday’s sale to discourage manu- 
facturers or dissuade them from. future auction 
sales, a feature of the trade that buyers have 
come to look forward to with much satisfac- 
tion. .

CATCH } HIM—FISHING NEWS FROM 
NORTH AND SOUTH. . 


‘The 30th of May is a day of. almost as 


" much importance to fresh-water anglers -as the: 


opening of the*trout season, for’ it is then that 
the law is uplifted and fishermen are free to an- 
gle for the rotund and liyely black bass. Tue 
fish are gamy, and they are usually in tine 
condition at this season of the year. The big* 
rivers ana ponds were free from ice much earlier 
than usdal this Spring, and it was to the ad- 
vantage;of the bass. The distribution of the: 
fish is now pretty general, and the sport can be 
indulged in all over the East. They will thrive 
in cool water anywhere, and they increase rap- 
idly, so that stocking ponds and rivers has peen 
productive of good resulta. ‘ 

A resort for bass is Greenwood Lake, and 
although from its easy access it is fished pretty, 
nearly dry every Summer, the opening of the: 
séason is attended with a few excellent catches 
and the bass continue to be caught all Summer., 
Lake Hopatcong also contains the fish, but 
there they are very freaky, and, while thou- 
sands of them are seen in the water, they do 
not bite except when they fee! like 1t. On the 
Delaware from Trenton up the bass are to be 
found and make pretty sport. In the Summer 
they lie out in the rapids like trout and jump 
quite readily ata fly. Nearly ail the Pennsyl- 
vunia lukes contain the tish, and fer eating they 
are probably the best that are taken. 

In New- York State lakes and big streams the 
fish are plenty, as they are all through New- 
England. The bass originally were found fur- 
ther south, and it seems strange to icthyologists 
who pay specizl attention to the distribution of. 
fish thut they were not more abundant in-the 
northern lakes, where they now thrive, owing 
to stocking methods. Of course, in some ponds 
they were. found; the egga having been prob- 
ably carried there by wild fowl, to whose 
feathers they. had become attached. 

If .the indications sent in from the bass 
resorts are correct the fishing will be fine this, 
year. In Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence 
region the bass are said to be abundant. There 
sherimen 
to the Pennsylvania aud New-Jersey resorts, 
and soon the -tide will set. northward. There 
are three methods commonly used in-bass fish- 
ing—still tishing with~live. bait, trolling with 
minnow or spoon, and fly casting. The last, of 
couras, is the most artistic and cleanest, 
but there are comparatively few fly casters for 
black bass. It ——— special skill to get them 
to jump to the fly, and often tbey will abso- 
lutely refuse to look at the bit of feather 
and silk. Lurge, gaudily-eolored flies are the 
most killing, however, and should be tried on 
good-sized hooks. .The red Ibis is a favorite, as 
the red aud carmine eolors seem to charin the 
fish. In bait tishing, with a red-painted bob or 
cork, not infrequently the angler is surprised to 
see a bass leap up and bite at the cork, white 

erhaps he won’t touch the worm on the hook. 

rolling for bass.is a pan fisherman’s method, 
but is made exciting by the use of a rod, and re- 
quires skill in the landing of the fish. .A bass 
will struggle manfully to free bimself from the 
hook, and. will leap. into the air aud shake his. 
jaws witn all his might if he once gets a bit of 
Black line. — . 

still tishing with live bait requires more care 
and skill, however. . The angler takes a light, 
eight or nine ounce split-bamboo rod, and, with 
a single hook, casts from the boat or dock, with 
a live minnow on the end of the line. A strug- | 
giing minnow attracts the fish, if any are near, 
very quickly. They take the bait with a rush 
and voraciousiy boltit. Then the fun pegins. 
The baas, if a big one, is accustomed to his own 


‘way and becomes as restive as a colt. under a 


bit. He darts off at a furious gate and throws 
nfmself into paroxysmsefrage. If well hooked’ 
and unsaccéssfal in his attempt to escape he 
becomes philosophical and goes down toward 
the bottom, and, in piscatorial parlance,’ 
“sulks.” Gentle pressure with the rod will soon 
start him ofiagain. Ifthere are any logs or 
sticks near by he will make for them, and woe 
to the angler who allows him to gain the wreck- 
age. The line will soon be twisted over a stick, 
and good-bye bass. If it isarocky bottom he will 
twist about among the stones and try to fray 
and cut the line on the edges, Finally, how- 
ever, he tires out aud comes up tothe net. The 
oxygen, on his being taken ont ef the water, 
willrevive him, 44 care is necessary to prevent 
his leaping out of the boat. 

Strong tackle is necessary, but it need not be 
heavy. A trout rie will serve forthe black 


bass though they are more wearing upon it and 
are great tackle smashers, Grasshoppers are 
good baitin Summer; so are June bugs at twi- 
light. The locusts, that are due this Summer, 
will be fine food for bass. The common earth 
worm is serviceable. Smailtfrogs are often used 
in bass fishing. 

Those fishermen who have been. declaring 
that the trout oa ony was fast being exhausted 
are havinga hard time to substacttiate their 
statements. The factisthat the trout fishing 
has not been so good in years as this Spring. 
The same reports have come in from all direc- 
tions—larger catches and bigger tish. In cer- 
tain districts the canses can be readily distin- 
guished. Inthe Forest Preserve, tor instance, 
there has been acareful restocking of streams 
and renewed efforts to protect the fish from the 
ravages of poachers. Then, too, the decay of 
tannerits in this section and in Pennsylvania 
has been largely to tho good of the tish. Tan- 
neries and saw mills are detrimentai to fish, 
es ally the former, as the acids in the waste 
po ons the trout aud mukes the watera unfit 

‘or their growth. 4 

In resorte further from the city the fishing 
has n excellent. In Maine the customary 
big fellows have been caught, and anglers who 
have visited the Adtrondacks returned satistied. 

“Decoration Day is a favorite time for ex- 
oursions to the Sullivan County and Catskill 
streams, and the trains went out in the early 
part of the week well loaded with enthusiastic 
fishermen. The mild Winter aided this locality 
wonderfully, aud the heavy rains came early. 
As a result the ice did not form thick enough to 
corner the fish in small pools where they would 
be at the meroy of fur-bearing animals; or to 
freeze them in the ice.. The trout have run 
large, and pound fish are found Tréquently. 

‘Local salt-water fishermen have not been do- 
ing remarkably well this week, and even the 
blackfish seem to have been taking a little vaca- 
tion. There have been just as many fishermen 
as usual; however. At Broad Channel stores 
of boats were out daily. There are plenty of 
weakfish in the bay, but their feeding time has 
Rotcome yet. It is usual for them to appear for 
a time before they begin to bite. Those taken 
in nets have been large, and fishermen are 
‘anxiously, waiting for them to begin to feed. 
Shedder crab is the best bait for them, though 
-shrimp are often just the thing. Prince’s Bay 
is the best ground noar the city. A Tew king- 
fish have been caught during the past week. 
Long Beach is a resort for thom when they are 
in a. biting mood. 

An occasional striped bass is taken in the 
Hudson off the upper part of the city. At Sing 
Sing good catches have been reported recently.’ 

Salmon are taken oecasionally:in the Hudson: 
At Pougnkeepsie one weighing.2112 pounds was 
recently caught, and others. of less ‘size have 
been secured in nets. —. , 

The big Restigouchs salmon which now adorn 
Fulton Market stands are. “much admired by’ 
visttora. More gracetul)y-proportioned fish . or, 
bigger specimens have never’ come down from 
this noted locality.

A matter of peculiar interest to taxpayers 
was before the Board: of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment yesterduy. Incidentally it’ revealed 
the public wrong done by the Legislature in ad-

city by Passing bills practically enforeing the 
payment of sich Glaims without a considera, 
tion of their merits by the courts, 

James. H. Sullivan & Co., contractors, did 
some street work for the city which, though 
finished in March, 1870, was notaccepted by the 
city until 1873, Since then they have hada 
disputed account against the city. Last year 
the Legislature passed a dill authorizing the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to “ de- 


termine the aate upon whivh the contract, Dut 
tor delays caused, for which the contractor was. 


‘not responsible, would have been. cempleted,” 


and declaring that ‘‘the date so determined 


. shall be taken to be the time the work under 


said ‘contract was completed.” The bill also 
directed the board to ascertain the interest on 
the advances made to the contractors up to the 
date fixed, and it provided that the difference 
between this sum and the amount of interest 
retained by.thecity should be paid to the con- 
tractors with interest on it. f 

The full effect and purpose of this bill was 
not apprehended until, at the meeting of the 
Board of Estimate last week, Tax Commissioner 
Coleman figured onthe claim and found that, 
the interest on it, dating from March 30, 1870. 
until July 1, 1889, would be $64,997 67, and 
that altogether Sullivan & Co., through their 
clever lawyer, John H. Strahan, hoped to col- 


‘lect $122,013 from the city. This gave the 


members of the board pause. Commissioner 
Coleman suggested that a lump sum ought to 
be fixed on and that it should pe far less than 
$100,000. Mayor Grant coincided with this 
suggestion, but Lawyer Strahan knocked 1t 
into nothingness by pointing out that the dut 
of the board was to fix the date when tne wor 
was completed. The interest matter would 
then fix itself. President Arnold of the Board of 
Aldermen agreed with this view of the law. The 
matter was, therefore, laid over, and Commis- 
‘sioner Coleman began an inquiry into the facts, 
iconcerning the work. ‘The facts he had been 
able to discover lie reported to the board yes- 
‘terday. He was not satisfied with them. He’ 
could not find any good reason why the accept- 
ance of the work had been delayed. He had 
found that city officers who were charged with 
‘the supervisign of the work were friends of 
‘Contractor Sullivan, and their explanations of 
the causes of a delay so fraught with advantage 
to the eontractor were not clear. He could not 
understand why the claim had not been pre-. 
sented to the courts instead of to the Legisla- 
ture, which had-adjudicated it. 

*“ What do you propose?’ asked Mayor Grant. 

“T shall not vote for the settlement of this 
claim,” responded Mr. Coleman. “IJ shall go 
on record against it. I think the claimant. 
should be left to a remedy in the courts. If he 
can Mandamus the board let him doit. I want 
this matter to have the widest pubiloity.. It 
seems to me wrong that the Legisluture should 
pass bills of this character.” 

“T want to say,’ remarked Mayor Grant, 
‘that since this matter came up I have written 
to the Governor protesting against the approval 
of any claim bills by him.” 

Lawyer Strahan asked that a resdélution fix- 
ang the proper date of the completion of the 
work be passed, Mayor Grant told him that 
such a resolution could not be passed. After a 
long discussion the matter was refered to Tax 
Commissioner Coleman and Controller Myers 
for full examination, : 


SCHOOLS IN THE SOUTH. 





EX-GOV. CHAMBERLAIN PAYS HIS RE- 
‘SPECTS TO SENATOR BLAIR. 

, Ex-Gov. Daniel H. Chamberlain was 
unable .to attend the meeting of the Phi Beta 
Kappa Alumni at Clark’slast evening. He sent’ 
a copy of his address upon National Aid to 
State Common Schools, and it was read by. Dr. 
Eustace W. Fisher, Vice President of the asso- 
ciation. 

The address said the cause of education in the 
Southern States was hardly second in impor- 
tance to any public question of the day. There 
was great illiteracy among the colored people 
of the South; but it should be remembered that 


a large share of itis beyond the reach of educa- 
tion; the illiterate persons are too old to be 
taught, "They are past all help from. schools, 

‘Gov. Chamberlain discussed the Blair billy and 
remarked of it: 


“TI shall not attempt to conceal my ‘want of re- 
spect for this scheme and its author, for it is the 
product almost alone of perhaps the moat arrant 
and shallow dumagogue who now aiilicts our ne- 
tional councils. But I do not deny that from a great 
vuriety of causes sume able and sincere men have 
been led to suppurt this measure. 1t proposes to 
make popular education in our common schools a 
national work, a Federal fanction—to not only sup- 
port them by Federal money, but to put them under 
Federal supervision.” 

The Bisir bill, Gov. Chamberlain contended, 
was unconstitutional, for the Federal Govern- 
Ment possessed no such powers as it attempted 
toconfer. He depicted the material condition 
of the South to-day—prosperous and improving. 
What was still better, her people had the dis- 
position to do their duty’ in the matter of edu- 
cation. He quoted trom the schovl reports of 
Connecticut, in which an income received by 
the various towns from Western lands was de- 
plored as tending to hurt education, inasmuch 
asin many towns there were no school taxes 
collected, and the publie schools were only kept 
open as long as the Western land money lasted. 
Tne only way to have good pubiie schools was 
by the existence of a spirit in thefpeople will- 
ing to sustain them. That spirit was increasing 
in the South ana would continue to increase. 
Any interference by the Federal Government 
such as was proposed by the Blair bill would 
injure the South and the negroes. :
